THE LODER SUIT. 


Decision in the case of Constantine G. 
A. Loder, a retail druggist engaged in 
business in the city of Philadelphia, 
against the wholesale druggists of that 
city, the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, the Proprietary Associa- 
tion of America and the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, which has 
been on trial in the United States Cir: 
cuit Court at Philadelphia, was ren- 
dered on November 25, the jury award- 
ing the plaintiff damages to the amount 
of $20,738, but, as under the law triple 
the amount is assessed, the total which 
the defendants are required to pay is 
$62,214. That the case would be de- 
cided in favor of the plaintiff was 
made evident during the progress of the 
trial, as it became clear there had been 
violations of the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Law, entitled ‘‘An act to protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies,” upon which 
the prosecution was based. It is not 
necessary to review the evidence, most 
of which has been printed in the Re- 
porter, but the learned judge’s charge 
to the jury, which is printed in full in 
another part of this issue, presents 
features which are of vital importance 
to the drug trade of the entire coun- 
try, and some of these we will con- 
sider, suggesting, however, that this 
able charge be read carefully by every- 
one concerned, be he manufacturer, 
wholesaler or retailer. 

The learned judge clearly defines 
what he conceives the right of the pro- 
prietor of a patent medicine. He also 
defines the right of the wholesaler and 
the retailer as an individual to re- 
fuse to handle, or sell to or buy from 
any one he individually chooses not to 
buy from or sell to, but he limits this 
right and expressly rules that they 
have no right either by written agree- 
ment or by concerted action to say to 
any other person that they must sell 
at certain figures agreed upon by a 
consensus of an opinion by the drug- 
gists of a locality, or to say that if 


they do not adhere to such a schedule 
they will be placed upon the aggres- 
sive cutters’ list and thus be prevented 
from purchasing goods from  whole- 
salers or proprietors throughout the 
United States; nor to say to a whole- 
saler or proprietor that ‘‘unless you 
agree not to sell to an aggressive cut- 
ter who has ceased to comply with our 
commands we will in the future refuse 
to purchase any goods from you until 
you comply with our demands.” It is 
very clearly established in this ruling 
that because a dealer violates the 
terms of a contract made by a pro- 
prietary medicine manufacturer, who 
has a perfect legal right to make such 
a contract, he must not be sold any 
goods which are not controlled under 
contract and which are not controllable. 
This must be conceded as sound by 
even those who in the past have so 
strenuously and persistently demanded 
that the cutter shall be punished in 
this manner. It is clearly in restraint 
of trade and probably the most vulner- 
able of all the measures which have 
been resorted to to cure what is pop- 
ularly called the ‘“‘cutting evil.” 


In his ruling of the various claims 
set up by the attorney for the de- 
fendants Judge Holland reviews the 


tripartite plan and denies its legality, 
but in affirming the seventh request 
there appears an irreconcilable differ- 
ence to which we direct the reader’s 
attention in the hope he may be able 

to make clear what seems to us a 
cloudy part of an otherwise clear and 
forceful charge. In qualifying his af- 
firmation of the eighth claim of the 
defendants the learned judge appears 
to restrict the tripartite plan to such 
limits as to make it practically value- 
less in its operation, in fact, he takes 
out the working part of the plan de- 
ciding that it is illegal. 

The direct contract plan did not 
come into review, but it may be as- 
sumed that the ruling would be in 
favor of its legality, provided the 
terms made by each individual pro- 
prietor with his wholesale agent and 
with his retail agent were enforced 
individually by himself and were en- 
forced only so far as his own speciali- 
ties were involved. In other words, 
the proprietor would have the right to 
exact a contract from each individual 
buyer and to publish a list of accred- 
ited wholesale and retail distributors. 

The significance of the result in this 
case is the demonstration that the 
Sherman law may be used with force 
and effect when the facts can be 
proved. The ‘gist of the case is that 
proprietors may individually refuse to 
sell a retailer; the retailers may law- 
fully refuse, in their individual capaci- 
ties, to buy any goods from manu- 
facturers wholesalers who sell to 
an objectionable retailer, but “when 
the associations combine, not only to 
punish such retailer, but to punish 
others who have dealings with him, it 
is unlawful. 

The attorneys for the defense have 
made application for a retrial of the 
case, and in the event of this being 
successful it is possible that new evi- 
dence may be offered which will bring 
about a different decision. Should the 
application be denied arguments will 
be made for reducing the amount of 
the damages awarded the plaintiff on 
the ground that the sum is far in ex- 
cess of the damages shown by plain- 
tiff’s counsel to have been incurred. 
Whatever the final disposition of the 
case may be it is fair to assume that 
it will result in the defendant associ- 
aticn discontinuing the plan _ hereto- 
fore followed of publishing lists of 
“unfriendly” dealers or so-called 
“honor rolls.’’

ROSIN MARKET DEMORALIZED. 


The unprecented demoralized trade 
conditions in the rosin markets here 
end in the South have been and are 
still the worst known in the annals of 
the naval stores industry. The unusual 
conditions which have heen hovering 
over the market for rosin during the 
past several weeks, and which are still 
intact, have set the consumers and 
dealers at sea regarding the probable 
future developments, and the expected 
further slumps in prices at Savannah. 
Consequently this led to buyers with- 


or 









drawing from the market, waiting the 
inevitable transformations, 

The long deadlock in prices at Savan- 
nah was broken on Monday last, when 
out of an enormous accumulation of 
about fifty thousand barrels of rosin 
in the hands of factors, sales on Mon- 
day and Tuesday last embraced nine- 
teen thousand and three hundred bar- 
rels of rosin at a heavy cut in prices 
ranging from forty cents down to one 
dollar and ninety-five cents per two 
hundred and eighty pounds. The low 
grades of rosin suffered the heaviest 
losses. The purchases, it is claimed, 
were made by two large competitive in- 
terests in the South, who are still at 
their former tactics to get control of 
the available supplies. This left the 
Savannah market in a chaotic state, 
and according to late reports the ten- 
sion in rosins has not been relaxed and 
bids well to remain unsettled until the 
large balance of unsold accumulations 
are absorbed and withdrawn from the 
market, which amount to about thirty- 
seven thousand barrels. Prices will 
then touch a level on which a trading 
basis can be formed. Buyers are mean- 
while holding aloof looking for a 
further slump in the market, The slash 
in prices at Savannah has been the 
heaviest on record in the naval stores 
industry, and thus far figures cuts of 
about ninety cents to three dollars and 
ninety-five cents per round barrel av- 
eraging five hundred pounds. 

The local market remains nominal, 
and sellers continue to refuse to quote 
prices, claiming it to be an impossibility 
under the uncertainties which have 
been and are surrounding the market, 
and in most instances they are advis- 
ing their customers to hold off until 
a trading basis is established at Savan- 
nah, which will only be brought about 
by the cessation of manipulations at 
Savannah by the two leading competi- 
tors in the South. In some instances 
orders are being booked here subject 
to a protection against any obstacles 
up to the day of shipment of goods, 
The price of common and good strained 
rosin in yard here is quoted entirely 
nominal at three dollars and twenty- 
five cents per two hundred and eighty 
pounds, showing a severe drop in 
prices for the past week of seventy- 
five cents per two hundred and eighty 
pounds. Further develepments are be- 
ing watched with keen interest. 

The following table shows the high- 
est and lowest prices of good strained 
rosin in small barrels, in yard in the 
New York market during each month 
since January, 1903, and the range for 
each year:—

DISAPPOINTING COURSE OF 
OPIUM VALUES. 


The course of the opium market has 
been generally disappointing during the 
last few weeks, the promise of a main- 
tenance of the upward tendency of 
values that attracted speculative in- 
terest last summer having failed of re- 
alization. The reactionary movement 
is attributable not so much to a relax- 
ation of primary strength as to the 
decided curtailment of buying interest 
in this market. The unfavorable crop 
prospects were the means of establish- 
ing local quotations for cases at $3.30 
last September, after a series of steady 
advances, the highest point touched so 
far this year. For more than a month 
this basis prevailed, but competition 
was finally stimulated by the lack of 
important inquiry to a degree where 
prices were influenced. Since the lat- 
ter part of October scarcely a week 
has passed without bringing quotations 
to a lower level, until at this time $3.12% 
is nominally named for cases. Cable 
advices from our correspondents in 
Turkey, printed in the market report, 
offer little encouragement for an up- 





ward turn to the market, weather con- 
ditions having proved so far favorable 
for the autumn sowings and having in- 
duced sellers to yield more to buyers’ 
interests. The rich grades, however, 
are well sustained on account of scarc- 
ity, the arrivals of new crop supplies 
showing generally a deficiency in test of 
morphia. The comparatively slight 
extent of new crop arrivals at Smyrna, 
as compared with those to approxi- 
mately the same date of late years, 
together with the entire production for 
those years and the prevailing quota- 
tion on spot for cases, is shown in the 
following summary:

FIRM POSITION OF SAFFRON 
FLOWERS. 


All descriptions of safiron flowers 
command a strong position, but the 
chief interest of the local trade at this 
time is in the American variety, which 
has advanced signally during the last 
three weeks, being now maintained at 
$1.20, against seventy cents early last 
month. The market for this article 
has become so susceptible to fluctua- 
tion that price changes are now of fre- 
quent weekly occurrence, a condition 
that is ascribed to the tactics of spec- 
ulative tendency that now mark the 
policy of local dealers. For three 
months the market had followed a 
downward course, but with the con- 
centration of spot stocks early last 
month there was rather a sudden check 
to the declining movement. There was 
apparently some doubt as to its sin- 
cerity, for an arrival of one ton was 
permitted to remain unsold for some 
time, and finally passed under the con- 
trol of the principal dealer. There are 
several outside holders, but their stocks 
are believed to be comparatively small, 
and they are all quick to realize the 
advantage of the current level of val- 
ues. The demand has also assumed an 
activity that might reasonably be ex- 
pected to add to the strengthening po- 
sition of the market. The sharp ad- 
vances in Valencia saffron have been 
the subject of comment in our market 
reports during the last month, whereby 
spot prices rose from $6.25 to $8.00, and 
the higher level is fully maintained at 
this writing. The reports of serious 
damage to the crop in Spain have 
prompted the upward tendency. A 
sympathetic influence has imparted a 
firmer tone to the Alicante variety, but 
the advance has not been proportionate 
to that of the Valencia description.

THE EXPORTS OF PARAFFINE 
WAX. 


The exports of paraffine wax during 
the present calendar year have shown 
a large falling off as compared with 
either of the four years preceding, in 
fact there has been a steady decrease 
in shipments since 1903, during which 
years they reached the enormous total 
of 204,120,000 pounds. The ‘average 
monthly shipments during 1903 amount- 
ed to over 17,009,000 pounds, during 
1904 to over 14,548,000 pounds, while for 
the eleven months of the present year 
they have amounted to but little more 
than 12,000,000 pounds per month and 
the total for the year will probably not 
exceed 150,000,000 pounds, or fully 50,- 
000,000 pounds less than during 1903. 
This decrease in the foreign demand 
has been somewhat disappointing to 
manufacturers here and probably ac- 
counts for the failure of the price to 
advance during the period of higher 
prices quoted for the other products of 
petroleum. The causes for the smaller 
foreign requirements are believed to 
be an increase in the production of 
shale oil in Scotland and the larger 
production of ozokerit and ceresin wax 
in Galicia. For many purposes ceresin 
and shale wax can be used instead of 
paraffine wax and they have been used 
abroad in increasing amounts, shale 





wax doubtless owing to its lower price 
abroad. The decrease in shipments has 
been mainly to all the European coun- 
tries, though the greatest falling off has 
been to the United Kingdom, Germany, 
Belgium and Italy. The shipments to 
Japan also show an important decrease, 
due to other causes. It may well be 
questioned if our exports will again 
reach the amount they did during 1903. 
In the following table we show the 
amounts exported to each country dur- 
ing the first nine months of the pres- 
ent calendar year, the latest for which 
official figures are available, as also 
the total shipments for the same period, 
with the shipments during the same 
periods of the two years preceding for 
comparison :—

The litigation over the Niotaze Oil 
Refinery, one of the first independent 
plants to be built in Kansas, has been 
settled out of court, and the plant 
will be started again at once. The 
women stockholders from Rochester, 
N. Y., who brought the suit have 
bought out the other stockholders and 
will manage it hereafter. A refinery 
plant from Oswatomie has been moved 
to Niotaze and added to the original 
plant there. 


In the Hopedale field, Harrison 
county, O., located at Folks, between 
Hopedale and Jewett, another deal has 
been consummated. The producing 
property sold was owned and developed 
by the Oakdale Oil Company and con- 
sists of leases on several hundred acres 
of territory on which are 22 producing 
wells having a net daily production of 
65 barrels, an average of about three 
barrels to the well. The purchasers 
are T. B. Gregory & Crawford, refiners, 
of Emlenton, Pa. The price paid was 
about $63,000, or a little less than $1,000 
a barrel. 


The Central Gas Co. and the Fisher 
Oil Co. have drilled in their No. 7 on 
the Frank Schumacher farm in the 
Berea grit development, Monroe coun- 
ty, O., and have a 75-bbl. producer in 
the Berea grit. In the same district H. 
S. Shafer & Co. have completed a sec- 
ond test on the Joseph Burkhart farm 
and have a 20-bbl. producer. The Pure 
Oil Co. has completed its test on the 
Fred Schumacher farm and has a 15- 
bbl. pumper. W. C. McBride & Co. 
have drilled their No. 4 on the P. New- 
hart farm into the Berea grit and have 
a show for a 30-bbl. producer. 


An important sale of oil-producing 
property in the Casey field, in Clark 
county, Illinois, has been made. The 
property includes leases on 23,000 acres 
of territory in Clark county, on which 
are about 60 wells, having a daily pro- 
duction of between 600 and 700 barrels. 
The purchaser was the Ohio Oil Co. and 
the price paid is said to be close to 
$250,000. The Hoblitzells, who sold to 
the Ohio company, were among the 
very first to operate in the Casey field. 
They began development work a little 
more than a year ago. There is room 
for many hundreds of wells on the 
properties and the new owners will de- 
velop the entire tract. The leases ad- 
join and the producing formation is 
found at a depth of from 350 to 400 
feet, making it possible to operate a 
large number of wells from one central 
power. 


OBITUARY. 


Charles C. Goodwin. 


Charles C. Goodwin died on Nov. 27 
at his home in Lexington, Mass., after 
a long illness. The end came unexpected- 
ly at the last, though the-serious nature 
of his illness had been known to his 
family for some time. 

Mr. Goodwin was a native of Lowell, 
Mass., where he was born Feb. 1, 1839. 
When he was ten years old his family 
removed to Charlestown, and_ shortly 
after to Lexington. His father was 
George C. Goodwin, the well known 
wholesale druggist, and founder of the 
firm of George C. Goodwin & -Co., for 
many years located in Hanover street, 
Boston. 

Charles C. Goodwin was graduated at 
the Lexington high school, and entered 
his father’s store when he was eighteen 
years old. He became the head of the 
firm upon the death of his father in 1869, 
and continued to carry on the business 
until the formation of the Eastern Drug 
Company in 1900, of which his house was 
a constituent part. He was made presi- 
dent of the new concern, and held that 
office at the time of his death. He was 
elected vice-president of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association at the 
meeting held in this city last October. 

Mr. Goodwin never held any public 
office, being one of the most unassuming 
of men. He was upright and honorable 
in his business relations, genial and pop- 
ular sociaHy and had hosts of friends 
everywhere. He early joined the Masonic 
fraternity, and was a member of Simon 











W. Robinson Lodge, F. A. M., Lexington; 
Menotomy Royal Arch chapter, Arling- 
ton, and De Molay commandery, Knights 
Templar, Boston. He was also a member 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 

Mr. Goodwin was deeply interested in 
musical matters, being a member of the 
Old Boylston Singing Club.. He was also 
a@ member of the Beethoven orchestra of 
Lexington. He was very prominently 
identified with the work of the Hancock 
Congregational Church, of Lexington, 
from its organization. 

Mr. Goodwin married, October. 1862, 
Alice Dodge Phelps, of Lexington, who 
survives him, together with three chil- 
dren, George C. Goodwin, Mrs. Edward 
P. Merriam and Miss Alice P. Goodwin. 





Alfred Winsor Pratt. 


Alfred Winsor Pratt, of Pratt & Lam- 
bert Varnish Co., died on last Tuesday 
morning, at home, No. 242 Amity street, 
Flushing, L. I., in about the eighty-third 
year of his age. 

With the death of Mr. Pratt there 
passed away one of the oldest members of 
the varnish trade here. He was born in 
Watertown, Mass., but most of his life 
‘was spentin Brooklyn and Flushing, L. I. 
In 1849 he embarked in the manu- 
facturing of varnishes in Long Island 
City, where his plant was _ located. 
Through his energy and close atten- 
tion the business grew rapidly, and 
in 1875 he admitted H. S. Lambert as part- 
ner to his firm, under the firm name of 
Pratt & Lambert. In 1885, the company 
was incorporated, and rank among the 
leading firms in the varnish trade in the 
United States. Since 1891 Mr. A. W. Pratt 
has not been active in the firm, but he 
retained an interest in the business up to 
the time of his death. 

Two sons and two daughters survive 
him. The funeral services and interment 
was held on va last.

In last Monday’s issue of the Re- 
porter we referred to the hearings in 
the suit of the State of Missouri against 
the Standard Oil Company, the Repub- 
lic Oil Company and the Waters-Pierce 
Oil Company filed in Missouri on 
March 29th, 1905, the object being to 
exclude these corporations from all cor.

Many druggists and general merchants 
carrying medicinal preparations in prohi- 
bition sections have appealed to the Com- 
missioner not to enforce the new regula-

The Commissioner has made an impor- 
tant ruling in connection with the taking 
effect of Circular 673, which will put an 
































































































































































































made, a requirement which, of course, is 
prohibitory. The text of the Commission- 
er’s ruling is as follows:— 

“In reply to your inquiry of the 16th instant, 
you are hereby advised that the special tax 
stamp of a retail liquor dealer, taken out by 
any person for the sale of alcoholic compounds 
lateled as medicines found to come within the 
ruling of Circular No. 673, must be issued to 
him for a fixed place of business. He cannot 
travel from place to place selling such com- 
pounds, in the manner of a peddler, and be 
protectca by any special tax stamp. 

“The internal revenue laws do not contem- 
plate the peddling of alcoholic liquors, and 
every person found peddling such liquors be- 
comes involved in special tax liability at every 
distinct and separate place at which there is 
evidence of his having made such sales.”* 

Replying to inquiries from retailers and 
others, the internal revenue officials have 
made it entirely clear that cosmetics in- 
tended solely for external use and toilet 
waters, perfumery, bay rum, etc., will not 
be placed in the category of goods the 
sale of which will involve special tax lia- 
bility, no matter what percentages of alco- 
hol they may contain, provided, of course, 
they are not sold as beverages. The bu- 
reau will investigate so-called essences 
and flavoring extracts, which contain ex- 
cessive quantities of alcohol and when- 
ever, in the opinion of the bureau experts, 
these preparations are designed for use as 
beverages, dealers therein will be required 
to pay special tax.

To Report on Wood Distillation. 


Washington, Dec. 1, 19065. 


In view of the extensive experiments in 
wood distillation which have _ recently 
been made in this country for the pur- 
pose of utilizing waste in lumbering, the 
Forest Service of the Department of 
Agriculture has decided to make a care- 
ful and thorough investigation covering 
both what has been accomplished in this 
industry and what may be done to reduce 































it to more scientific principles and to 
place it upon a sound commercial basis. 
The various processes now in use will be 


studied and compared, as well as the re- 
sulting products and the uses to which 
they are, or may be put. The experi- 
ments promise to be of special interest in 
the turpentine field, where it fs intended 
to utilize stumps, roots and fallen timber 
in the pine lands, thereby supplementing 
the annual yield of naval stores har- 
vested by the usual method. 

To push this study to early and useful 
results with the least possible delay, Mr 
Thomas W. Pritchard, a_ practical expert 
in wood distillation, has been engaged by 
the Forest Service to devote his entire 
time to the work. Mr. Pritchard, who is 
a trained chemist, has for several years 
been connected with successful distilla- 
tion plants in the South. He has already 
begun his work with the Forest Service, 












































and will at once communicate with the 
owners of wood-distillation plants 
throughout the country to first deter- 




























mine the degree of success to which the 
business has reached. He will then 
closely examine the methods which have 
resulted most successfully, and attempt 
to extend their use. He will pay par- 
ticular attention to the extent to which 
lumbermen may adopt wood distillation 
as a means of turning into useful prod- 
ucts the tops, slabs, and other waste of 
saw mills, which are often at present a 
total loss. 

The outfit for a plant for 
distillation with a capacity 
of wood every thirty-six hours, 
as small as can be profitably handled, 
consists of a “battery,’’ or two retorts 
holding 5 cords of wood each. These re- 
torts are set in brickwork, abhout 50,000 
bricks being required for “battery.” 
In addition are needed a coil or con- 
denser of copper. a copper still of a ca- 
pacity of 1,000 gallons, a second condenser, 
sufficient collecting and storing tanks, a 
boiler of not less than 10 horsepower, and 
pumps to handle the products. All piping 
should be, if possible, of copper, except 
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of 100 cords

after the second distillation, and the 
pumps should be brass-lined. 

From such a plant the yield should be 
approximately from 75 to 100 gallons of oil 
or tar per cord, and from 10 to 15 gallons 
of wood turpentine. There are also pro- 
duced about 25 bushels of charcoal and 
pyroligneous acid in quantities about 
equal to the oil. The amount of products 
is in direct ratio to the resinous consti- 
tuents in the raw material. The value of 
the products is variable. If properly 
made, the tar should bring the average 
market price of pine tar, and the spirits 
sell for from 15 to 5 cents below the mar- 
ket price of spirits of turpentine. If no 
tar is made, and oil is produced, the latter 
must be made into special preparations, 
such as wood preservatives, paints, stains, 
disinfectants, or any one of a dozen other 
products. The demand for wood creosote 
oil in the state in which it comes from 
the still is limited. 

The application of wood distillation to 
the utilization of waste material both 
from the lumber mills and from the cut- 
over coniferous forests of the South is 
beyond question. Any mill waste which 
is rich in resinous products can be used, 
and the very best results are obtained 
from the down timber and stumps in the 
cut-over pine forests. Most of the lum- 
bermen have timber holdings which con- 
tain material suitable for_ distillation. 
The great sawmills of the Pacific coast 
have a large proportion of such material 
in the slabs which now have little or no 
use. By using the down timber in the 
woods the fire risk is greatly minimized, 
since any and all material suitable for 
wood distillation is necessarily of a most 
inflammable nature. In many cases even 
the roots as well as the stumps may be 
used for distillation, thus greatly lower- 
ing the cost of clearing land for agricul- 
tural purposes. : 

The Forest Service is most desirous to 
secure the hearty co-operation of all who 
are interested in the industry. Sugges- 
tions and ideas of a practical nature will 
be gladly received and carefully consid-

Trade in the market for paints and 
colors presented a quiet appearance, 
and business during the week has been 
held in check by the unfavorable 
weather and the holiday. In the dry 
color department general dullness per- 
vaded the market, and we hear of no 
contract sales of supplies for spring de- 
livery except for blacks, which con- 
tinue in good demand. Trade in the 
various lead products shows a further 
falling off, but prices are very firm, and 
particularly for lead in oil, due to the 
stronger market for pig lead. Conse- 
quently corroders feel disinclined to 
make contract sales of supplies for de- 
livery during 1906, owing to the uncer- 
tainty surrounding the future market 
for the metal. Grinders in many in- 
stances have been and are making 
preparations to close up their plants 
early in December in order to com- 
mence with their annual stock-taking, 
as well as to clean up and overhaul 
their plants and machinery. Trade in 
the lead products and paints during the 
month of November was unusually 
active, and sales in the aggregate show 
a marked increase over those for the 
corresponding month of last year, This 
was solely due to a great extent to the 
unusually favorable weather. Manu- 
facturers of Paris green have not as 
yet formed an agreement regarding 
prices for 1906, but an announcement 
in the near future is looked for. 


White Lead, Zines, Ete, 


WHITE LEAD.—The month just 
closed has been the most active one in 
the distributions of the lead products 
that the trade has experienced in many 
years, From all sections come reports 
of increased demand for all grades of 
paints for forward, thus confirming the 
predictions that 1906, unless some un- 
forseen financial troubles arise or tar- 
iff legislation is enacted to upset trade 
conditions of the country, the consump- 
tion of the lead products will be on a 
larger scale than any of the previous 
years. The scarcity of the pig metal 
and the uncertainty of what prices 
will be six months hence unsettles the 
manufactured products market to a 
considerable extent as regards prices 
for 1906. While the demand for lead 
in oil has been unusually good, it is 
beginning to slack off, as it usually 
does at the opening of winter, though 
considerable indoor work will be done 
as usual during the winter months. 
The only drawback will be labor trou- 
bles which are beginning to attract the 
attention of the trade. Deliveries upon 
existing contracts are being made more 
promptly though considerabie delay in 
this section is still experienced on ac- 
count of not only freight congestion 
but a shortage of freight cars to move 
stocks promptly. Meanwhile corroders 
are taking care of their regular trade 
for prompt delivery, but are only 
booking a limited amount of stock for 
forward delivery on the basis of 6%4c. 
and upward, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. Dry lead is not over-plentiful 
in excess of what is required for deliv- 
ery upon existing contracts. These are 
Leing made more promptly in this sec- 
tion, though from the West there is 
more or less complaint of the scarcity 
of cars to move stocks promptly, There 
is more demand for 1906 contracts, but 
corroders are conservative in their of- 
ferings until they are assured what 
their pig metal will cost, while on the 
other hand buyers are reluctant to pay 
the advanced prices named over this 
year’s contract for 1906. Meanwhile 
corroders are selling in a limited way 
at 5%c. up to 6c., according to make, 
quantity and terms of sale. No change 
in foreign makes of lead in oil, the de- 
mand fer which is rather slow at the 
moment. Jobbing sales are reported on 
the basis of 9%c. and up, as to quantity 
and te-ms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—Contract deliveries are 
being made more promptly; there is no 
accumulation of stocks, with jobbing 
sales for prompt on the basis of 6%c. 
and upward, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. English is quiet but steady at 
8lc. and up, as to grade and quantity, 
with glass-makers’ grades in fair re- 
quest for prompt at 8%c. and up, as to 
Guantity and terms of sale. More de- 
mand for German for early spring de- 
livery, but prices named are above buy- 
ers’ views. A fair jobbing trade is re- 
ported for old stocks in store on the 
asis of 6%c. up to 8%c., according to 
- grade, quantity and terms of sale, 

LITHARGE.—There is more demand 
for delivery after the turn of the year, 
but makers are not anxious sellers 
pending the unsettled condition of the 
raw metal market. Deliveries upon ex- 
isting contracts continue good with all 
the large consumers, with limited addi- 
tional quantities booked for prompt 
and nearby delivery on the basis of 
6%4c. up to 7c., according to grade, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is of- 
fered in a limited jobbing way for 
spot parcels on the basis of 11e. 
for casks and 12%c. for kegs of 
special brands, and other makes at 
10%c. and upward, as to packing, 
quantity and terms of sale. Ger- 
man is in better request for spring

PIG LEAD.—The offerings of spot 
and December lead at St. Louis is lim- 
ited, with sales on the basis of 5.60@ 
5.65c., as to grade and quantity. In 
this section second hands are jobbing at 
5.75e. up to 6c., as to grade and quan- 
tity. The smelting company have made 
no change in their offerings, and only 
sell subject to price on day of ship- 
ment. London cables a further ad- 
vance, with soft Spanish at £16 2s. 6d., 
and English £16 5s. 

ZINCS.—There has been an unusually 
large bvsiness booked for 1906 delivery, 
it being in excess of that done last year 
for the same period. There is still con- 
siderable delay in shipping stocks on 
account of the searcity of available 
cars to ship stocks which consumers 
need for their current wants. Prices 
unchanged for 1906 contracts on the ba- 
sis of 4%,@5c. for the various New Jer- 
sey makes, as to quantity and terms of 
sale, with %c. higher for single car lots. 
Prices for the French process makes 
have been arranged at an advance of 
%e, to %ec., according to quantity, ef- 
fective at once, and contracts for 1906 
are now being booked on the new basis.

Judge’s Charge in Loder Suit. 

Following is the charge in full of 
Judge James B. Holland, delivered Nov. 
25, to the jury in the case of C. G. A. 
Loder against the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, the Proprietary 
Association of America and the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists, 
in the United States Circuit Court for 
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania:— 

Gentlemen of the Jury:—The plaintiff, 
C. G. A. Loder, has brought suit against 
E. C. Jayne, and a number of other de- 
fendants, in this district, to recover al- 
leged damages to his business as a drug- 
gist in the city of Philadelphia, as a re- 
sult of an agreement, contract, combina- 
tion and conspiracy, entered into and car- 
ried out by the defendants, in connection 
with other parties throughout the United 
States, in restraint of interstate trade and 
commerce, contrary to the provisions of 
the Act of Congress of July 2, 1890, en- 
titled “An Act to protect trade and 
commerce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies.’’ 

The provisions of the act, with which 
We are concerned in this case, are as 
follows:— 

“Section 1. Every contract, combina- 
tion in the form of trust or otherwise, or 
conspiracy in restraint of trade, or com- 
merce among the several States or with 
foreign nations, is hereby declared to be 
illegal. Every person who shall make 
any such contract or engage in such com- 
bination or conspiracy shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding $5,000 or by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year or by both said pun- 
ishments, in the discretion of the court. 

“Section 2. Every person who shall 
monopolize or attempt to monopolize or 
combine or conspire with any other per- 
son or persons, to monopolize any part of 
the trade or commerce among the several

States or with foreign nations, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by fine not exceeding $6,000 or by impris- 
onment not exceeding one, or by both 
said unneae in the discretion of the 
court. 

_ ‘Section 7. Any person who shall be in- 
jured in his business or property by any 
other person or corporation by reason of 
anything, forbidden or declared to be un- 
lawful, by this act may sue therefor in 
any Circuit Court of the United States in 
the district in which the defendant re- 
sides, or is found, without respect to the 
amount in controversy, and shall recover 
threefold the damages by him sustained, 
and the costs of suit, including a reason- 
able attorney’s fee.’’ 

Under Sections 1 and 2 of this act every 
contract, combination or conspiracy in 
restraint of trade or commerce among the 
several States, and every combination or 
conspiracy to monopolize, or attempt to 
monopolize, any part of the trade or com- 
merce among the several States, is de- 
clared to be illegal; and etery person who 
makes such a contract or engages in such 
combination or conspiracy, or combines 
or conspires to monopolize, or attempt to 
monpolize, is declared by the seventh sec- 
tion to be engaged in an unlawful act, 
which authorizes a person injured _there- 
by to recover damages in the Federal 
Courts 

The first question, therefore, for the 
jury to consider in this case is whether or 
not the defendants, or any of them, were 
at the time of the institution of this suit, 
and prior thereto, engaged or took part in 
a contract, combination or conspiracy, for 
the purpose of monopolizing trade or com- 
merce among the several States, or in 
restraint of such trade or commerce. 

The second question is, if these defend- 
ants, or any of them were so engaged, did 
it result to the injury of the plaintiff in 
this case, and if so to what extent. 

You will notice the first proposition sug- 
gested really involves three inquiries, very 
closely related to each other, two of which 
are inquiries of fact to be passed upon by 
the jury, and one to be determined by the 
court. 

The jury will say whether or not, prior 
to the institution of this suit there was a

the court to say whether or not it monop- 
olized, or its tendency was to monopolize, 
trade or commerce among the several 
States, or whether it was in restraint of 
such trade or commerce and prohibited by 
the act. 

We will now turn to the statement and 
the evidence for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing what the claim of the plaintiff is. In 
the plaintiff's statement we find that he 
alleges that ‘‘The Proprietary Association 
of America, the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association and the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, their officers, 
delegates and members, unlawfully en- 
tered into an agreement, contract, com- 
bination and conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce among the _ several 
States and with foreign countries in this, 
to wit:— 

“That they unlawfully agreed, con- 
tracted, combined and conspired to en- 
han¢ée and arbitrarily to fix, regulate and 
determine the wholesale and retail prices 
at which various commodities of the drug 
trade consisting of patent medicines, 
drugs and proprietary articles, manufac- 
tured in the several States should be sold 
to the retail druggists and by the said re- 
tail druggists to the consumers, residents 
of the several States of the United 
States.”’ 

We find that the plaintiff alleges that 
there are four different associations, one 
of which is incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Pennsylvania, whose mem- 
bership is located in the city of Philadel- 
phia, and known as the Philadelphia As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists. The other 
three are unincorporated associations, 
whose membership exists throughout the 
United States:—First, the Proprietary As- 
sociation of America, which, it is alleged, 
consists of ninety per cent. of al) manu- 
facturers and proprietors of patent medi- 
cines, drug and proprietary articles within 
the United States, and that members of 
this Proprietary Association reside and do 
business in the various States; that the 
products in which they deal are manufac- 
tured in the several States of the Union, 
and are sold and distributed from the 
States in which they are manufactured 
throughout the United States, and that 
the commodities thus produced are in 
general and constant demand within the 
State of Pennsylvania, and are brought 
into the State of Pennsylvania from other 
States and sold here, and that a very 
small percentage of such patent medicines 
drugs and proprietary articles consumed 
within the State of Pennsylvania are pro- 
duced within this State, but are trans- 
ported into the State from other States in 
which they are manufactured and pro- 
duced. And second, the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, it is alleged, 
is composed of nearly all the wholesale 


druggists throughout the United States, 
and that these wholesalers are the dis- 
tributing agents for manufacturers and 


proprietors of patent medicines, chemicals, 
drugs and proprietary articles, purchasing 
the same from manufacturers in the sev- 
eral States of the United States and sell- 
ing and suppiying the same to retail drug- 
gists throughout the United States, and 
selling and supplying the retail druggists 
in the city of Philadelphia, within this 
judicial! district; that they buy and sell 
these articles of commerce, manufactured 
in the several States of the United States 
and in foreign countries, and import them 
into this country for sale, and that they 
are sold to the retail drug trade in this 
city. And third, the National Association 
of Retail Druggists, with its headquarters 
in Chicago, which is an association com- 
posed of delegates from affiliated local 
associations of retail druggists of the va- 
rious States of the United States. It is 
ulleged that this association, through its 
affiliations, has a membership of twenty 
thousand, or nearly all the retail drug- 
gists throughout the United States, who 
purchase the patent medicines, chemicals, 


drugs and proprietary articles from the 
wholesale druggists and proprietors 
throughout the United States and sell 


them directly to the consumer. 

The Philadelphia Retailers have an as- 
sociation, located in this city, with a mem- 
bership, it is alleged, of nearly all the 
retail druggists in the city of Philadel- 
phia, and that they are engaged in buying 
patent medicines, chemicals, drugs 
and proprietary articles manufactured 
throughout the United States, and that 
they are selling the same at retail to 
citizens and residents of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

It is claimed by the plaintiff that these 
three associations, their officers, delegates 
and members engaged in the business of 
buying and selling patent medicines and 
drugs within the United States have un- 
lawfully combined and conspired to arbi- 
trarily fix and regulate the commerce of 
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this class of merchandise, traded in by 
them, as to the price at which they shall 
be sold to the consumer, and to enforce 
this by restricting the sale and buying of 
these goods to those members of the vari- 
ous classes of dealers who shall live up to 
the rules and regulations arbitrarily pre- 
ee by the members of the combina- 
lon, 

It is claimed on the part of the plaintiff 
that the existence of this combination and 
conspiracy, which he alleges has been en- 
tered into by the proprietors, the whole- 
salers and the retailers throughtout the 
United States in handling this class of 
goods, is established by the evidence they 
have offered showing the existence of 
these various associations, their relations 
to each other, their action in regard to 
the purchase and sale of the merchandise 
handled, the qualifications of their mem- 
bership, and the treatment and discipline 
administered to any member who incurs 
the displeasure of the members of the 
combination; and in support of his allega- 
tion that he has shown the existence of 
this combination and conspiracy, he has 
produced what he claims establishes, by 
a preponderance of evidence, that this 
combination and conspiracy exists, and 
that it effects the purpose of the con- 
spiracy, to wit, to enhance and arbitrarily 
fix, regulate and determine the whole- 
sale prices and the retail prices to the 
consumer. In this way the local retail 
dealers organize themselves into a retail 
association, and send delegates to a Na- 


tional Association of Retail Druggists, 
with headquarters at Chicago, and this 
association employs organizers for the 
purpose of keeping up the membership 
and gathering into the various local retail 
associations all the retail druggists 
throughout the United States. These or- 


ganizers consult the local retail druggists, 
and through a consensus of opinion agree 


on and establish a minimum rate at 
which these drugs shall be sold; that 
this minimum rate is acquiesced in or 


adopted by the proprietors as a minimum 
rate at which they will permit the retailer 
with whom they deal to sell their goods, 
and the minimum rate at which they will 
permit the wholesaler to contract with 
the retailers for the sale of the same to 
the consumer; and that this list of mini- 
mum prices at which these goods will be 
sold to the public is by a concerted action 
made known to all the retailers, whole- 
salers and proprietors in the _ district 
where the list prevails, and that if a 
retailer should sell to the consumer any 
of these goods at less than the scheduled 
minimum price, that it then happens, 
from information sent to Mr. Wooten, 
secretary of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists at Chicago, through 
some source, or by some one whose iden- 
tity is not fully disclosed, th. t there ap- 
pears through the mails and is delivered 
by that means to the various proprietors 
and wholesalers throughout the United 
States, who handle these goods, a list 
containing the names of the retailers who 


sell below the minimum price list, whe 
are designated aggressive cutters, and 
they refuse to have further commerce 


with such aggressive cutters, and refuse 
to sell to them any goods whatever until 
they agree to conform to the price list 
thus arbitrarily fixed. It is also claimed, 
and evidence is offered to prove that not 


only are the retailers thus disciplined, 
but that in case a proprietor or whole- 
saler does not immediately cease selling 


these goods to an aggressive cutter, upon 
the receipt of the information that he is 


selling below the minimum price, that 
this information immediately finds its 
way to the possession of Mr. Wooten at 


Chicago, who is secretary of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists, and he 
prepares what is designated as a ‘‘pink 
slip,’” upon which the name of the delin- 
quent wholesaler or proprietor is placed 
as one who is selling goods to aggressive 
cutters, and his name is sent to all the 
retailers throughout the United States, 
with the suggestion that they cease pur- 
chasing any goods from this proprietor 
or wholesaler, until he agrees to cease 
dealing with the aggressive cutter; and it 
is claimed that in establishing the fact 
that this discipline is administered to the 
various parties engaged in this trade, and 
the method adopted in applying it, and 
the connection shown to exist among the 
members engaged in this commerce, to- 
gether with numerous other facts and cir- 
cumstances, shows in this case that this 
contract, combination and conspiracy ex- 
ists. 

The plaintiff has not submitted any di- 
rect documentary evidence embodying 
the whole plan employed by the defend- 
ants in carrying out the purpose of the 
alleged combination and conspiracy. He 
has, however, put in evidence reports of 
the various organizations, together with 
resolutions and expressions of opinion 
by members connected therewith, togeth- 
er with evidence, oral and documentary, 
showing the degree of intimacy with 
which the various organizations acted to- 


have failed.

gether at their numerous 
held throughout the United States, and 
you have been told by witnesses upon 
the stand what effort was made by rep- 
resentatives of these associated organiza- 
tions to carry into effect the purport of 
these resolutions and reports, and what 
would happen to the aggressive cutter, or 
the delinquent wholesaler or proprietor 
who failed to comply with the require- 
ments fixed for those permitted to handle 
this merchandise. 

It is, however, contended on the part of 
the defendants that there is no contract, 
combination or conspiracy existing on the 
part of the defendants, in connection with 
other members of these associations 
throughout the United States, that the 
method of conducting this business is law- 
ful and not in contravention of any stat- 
ute of the United States, or any other law; 
that the proprietors have entered into 
these contracts as individuals, and simply 
are conducting their business in a way 
which they regard as the most profitable 
and beneficial to themselves, and that the 
wholesaler and retailers are also simply 
engaged in making such contracts in the 
conduct of their business, for the purpose 
and sale of these goods as will be the 
most conducive to their prosperity and 
enable them to conduct a business for the 
benefit of the community in a profitable 
and legitimate manner. 

It is true, as claimed by the defendants, 
that any proprietor of a patent medicine, 


conventions, 


or goods such as those involved in this 
suit, has a right to sell his goods, or 
refuse to sell them, to whomsoever he 


may see fit, and he may lawfully say who 
Shall handle his goods at wholesale, and 
upon what conditions the wholesaler may 
dispose of them to the retailer, and pre- 
scribe the conditidns upon which the 
retailer shall sell them to the consumer, 
and in case of any violation of his agree- 
ment by either the wholesaler or re- 
tailer, the proprietor has a lawful right 
to refuse to sell his goods in the future 
to either. And so the wholesaler has 
the lawful right to purchase, or refuse 
to purchase, goods from a proprietor, or 
to sell, or refuse to sell to a retailer, and 
the wholesaler or proprietor has a law- 
ful right to refuse to sell to a retailer 
who he finds is cutting the prices below 
what either of them contracted with the 
retailer to sell the goods at. So also 
has the retailer the right to fix for him- 
self a schedule of minimum prices, as 
high as he may choose, at which he will 
seil his drugs at retail, and he may law- 
fully refuse to sell the same for any less. 
He may also lawfully refuse to purchase 
any goods, proprietary or otherwise, from 
a proprietor or wholesaler who offends 
him in their manner of dealing with his 
competitors, or for any other reason 
that concerns himself. Any or all of 
these dealers in this class of goods 
throughout the United States have a right 
to join and belong to the various asso- 
ciations to which they belong in order to 
raise the standard of efficiency and hon- 
esty in the transaction of this kind of 
commerce. But while the members of 
these associations have a right to frans- 
act their business as they may deem best 
for the promotion of their own inter- 
ests, and join such an association as will 


aid them in that business legitimately 
conducted, they have no right, either 
by written agreement, or by concerted 
action, to say to any other person en- 
gaged in the retail drug business that 
you must sell to the consumer at a cer- 


tain figure agreed upon by a consensus of 
opinion by the druggists of your locality, 
and if you do not you will be placed upon 
the aggressive cutters’ list, and so far 
as able we will prevent you from pur- 
chasing goods from the wholesalers and 
proprietors throughout the United States, 
and to say to a wholesaler or proprietor, 
that unless you cease selling to an aggres- 
sive cutter, who has refusd to comply with 
our demands to sell his goods to the con- 
sumer at a minimum price list fixed by the 
consensus of opinion in the locality in 


which he sells, we will refuse in the future 
to purchase any goods from you, until you 
comply with our demands. In other 
words, any individual engaged in the drug 
business may buy from and sell to whom 
he pleases, and to refuse to buy or sell, 
or in any manner have commercial inter- 
course with any other dealer in the drug 
trade that he may refuse to deal with. 
He may join one or all of the associa- 
tions mentioned in this suit, and he may 
himself reason with his customers as to 
the best method of doing a profitable busi- 
ness, and act as he may see fit after such 
discussion, but he cannot combine with 
others in the drug trade for the purpose 
of adopting a plan by which other mem- 
bers engaged in this business are coerced 
and compelled to conduct their business 
on principles contrary to their free and 
untramelled selection. 

If you should find that there 
combination or conspiracy, then this 
the end of this case. If, however, this 
inquiry is resolved in the affirmative, that 
is, you find that there was such a com- 
bination and conspiracy, then you will 
inquire which of the defendants have 
been shown to have been engaged in such 


was no 


conspiracy and are answerable for any 
injury that may have resulted to the 
plaintiff. 


In cases of combinations and conspira- 
cies, it is not necessary for the plaintiff 
to show that a defendant actually did, in 
his own person, the act which injured the 
plaintiff in such cases so that under this 
Act of Congress all those who were en- 
gaged or took part in any way in such al- 
leged combination and conspiracy which 
resulted in the damage to the plaintiff, if 
any, and responsible for the result. The 
acts and declarations of those found to 
be in the alleged combination are binding, 
not only upon those who did these acts 
and made these declarations, but upon 
all who are engaged in the combination. 

It is contended by the plaintiff that all 
the defendants nanred are engaged in 
this combination and conspiracy, with the 
exception of Jayne, who was not served, 
and I[ instruct you, gentlemen of the jury, 
that there is no evidence in this case to. 
connect Campion & Company as a de- 
fendant. As to these two the verdict 
will be in their favor. 

It is claimed that the evidence shows 
all the other wholesale firms and corpo- 
rations, or members thereof, are connect- 
ed with the National Drug Association, 
and that they are supporting that asso- 
ciation, and acting upon the information 
as to aggressive cutters and delinquent 
proprietors and wholesalers received 
from the National Association of Retail 
Drugsists, located at Chicago, and that 
this information is received and acted 
upon by them, they admit. All these de- 
fendants who are thus connected or en- 
gaged with such combination or conspir- 
acy, if you find that one exists, are re- 
sponsible for the result. So it is with the 
retail dealers made defendants in this 
case. It has been shown that all of them 
are connected with the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, and that Thom- 
as H. Potts, William L. Cliffe, Nathan 
A. Cozens, Augustus T. Pollard, Henry C. 
Blair, Charles Leedem and E. C, Bottume 
took part in endeavoring to put a certain 
plan in operation in Philadelphia, and all 
of them acted upon the information re- 
ceived through the channels of the organ- 
ization known as the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists as to the list of 
aggressive cutters and delinquent whole- 
salers and proprietors. They would there- 


fore, under this act, be regarded as en- 
gaging in such combination or conspir- 
acy, if you find that one existed, and 


would be responsible to the plaintiff for 
any damage resulting to him. 

If you find that these defendants, or 
any of them, were engaged in an agree- 
ment, combination or conspiracy, such as 
| has been alleged to exist by the plain- 

tiff, then, gentlemen of the jury, it is my

LNSEWD.—The market is beginning 
to assume the usual holiday appear- 
ance. Buyers generally have sufficient 
stocks of contract oil coming to hand 
te cover their current wants, hence 
they are not interested in futures un- 
less concessions are made as an induce- 
ment to increase their stocks for de- 
livery after the first of the year. 
Futures for delivery up to June are of- 
fered at 35c., with bids from 1@2c. less, 
according to delivery being made, all 
of which so far have been declined in 
the present condition of the seed mar-

ket. Jobbing sales of spot oil are being 
made at 37@38c., with sales now and 
then from dock rather than ineur 


storage expenses at 36c. for retail or- 
ders. City oil is rather quiet, but not 
so more than usual at this period of 
the year, with jobbing sales at 40c. 
and up, as to the size of the order. 
COTTONSEED.—The past week has 
been one of the dullest the cotton oil 
trade has experienced in a long time. 
Evidently both buyers and sellers are 
waiting for the government cotton re- 
port, which is due on Monday. Should 
that be of a “bullish” nature, as many 
predict, or be the reverse, the oil sit- 
uation will naturally change, either 
for the better or the reverse. At the 
moment there is almost no export de- 
mand except for some high grade oils 
for the north of Europe, and these or- 
ders cut no figure in the situation. 
What little home demand there is comes 
from packers and Western refiners, 
who are reported to be carrying large 
stocks of refined oil, and in some local- 
ities are bidding up crude. On the other 
hand, packers are buying crude when 
they can do so at better figures than 
refined, though they have taken a lim- 
ited amount of bleaching oil on the 
basis of 27@28c. loose, Chicago, and 
crude at 231¢@24c. for local Texas re- 
finers and packers, and Valley crude at 
23c., and a few tanks of Carolina and 
Georgia at 23c., but at the close bids 
of ec. less were generally made. As 
stated abeve, local speculative buying 
is of a retail nature, more to give quo- 
tations, though a fair amount of May 
options were dealt in at a decline of 
about 14@%c. for the week. From 
some sections of the Delta reports are 
discouraging as regards the crop and 
seed situation, but that is more a local 
matter, as in other sections of the cot- 
ton belt conditions are much better 
and the mills are more disposed to sell 
rather than hold their stocks of crude. 
Unless there is more demand either for 
export or for the home trade we fail to 
see anything of a ‘‘bull” nature to the 
market, and yet this may all be 
changed by a few words in the com- 
ing cotton report. The market closes 
quiet, with 28%c. bid for December and 
January, 29c. asked; March, 294 @29%c., 
and May, 29% @30\c., with limited sales 
at 30c. In speaking more in detail the 
market opened on Monday with a rush

January, 29%c.; 2,000 May, 30%c.; 200 
December, 29c.; 100 May, 30%4c.; 700 do., 
30%c.; 700 January, 29%c., and 500 De- 
cember, 29%c. Receipts, 2,290 bbls. 
Tuesday there was more pressure to 
sell and prices eased off %c.; 100 May, 
30%c.; 200 do., 30%4c.; 700 do., 30%c.; 1,400 
do., 30c.; 500 March, 2914c.; 2,500 Janu- 
ary, 29%c.; 500 May, 30c.; 500 do., 29%c. 
Receipts, 1,132 bbls. Wednesday there 
was further pressure to sell and 
prices further eased off 4c. 400 May 
30%4c.; 1,700 do., 30c.; 500 do., 30%c.; 
1,200 do., 29%c., and 800 January 29c. 
Receipts 370 bbls. Thursday was a 
holiday. Friday the market was quiet, 
as both buyers and sellers were trying 
to recover from the effects of the holi- 
day, but more particular were waiting 
for the cotton report. As it was inti- 
mated, should it prove “bearish,” they 
have large speculative orders, and 
prices would naturally advance unless 
the leading companies should be in- 
clined to “sit on the lid” and hold 
prices down. Only limited sales were

Judge’s Charge in Loder Suit. 
(Continued from page 17.) 


duty to say to you that it is such a com- 
bination as is prohibited by the act of 
Congress in question, but you will under- 


stand that it is for you first to find 
whether such a contract, combination 
and conspiracy exists, and, if so, what 


defendants were engaged in it, and then 
the court says that if it did exist that 
it was in violation of this act. 

You will next inquire, after you have 
passed upon this question, whether the 
plaintiff has been damaged by this com- 
bination and conspiracy, if you find one 
to have existed, and the amount of that 
damage resulting to him by reason of 
any interference it may have caused to 
a fair and ordinary conduct of his busi- 
ness. It is not enough in an action of 
this kind, which is one at law, for the 
plaintiff to establish the existence of a 
contract, combination and conspiracy, 
contrary to this act of Congress. The 
plaintiff must go still further, and the 
burden of proof is upon him to show 
some real and actual damage to his busi- 
ness by reason of such combination. 
There is no duty imposed by this law 
upon the defendants themselves, if with- 
in the statute, to show that their acts 
have not worked injury to the business 
of the plaintiff. On the contrary, the 
duty and the burden of proving damages 
to his business is imposed by the law on 
the plaintiff, and unless he proves his 
damages to his business by a preponder- 
ance of evidence, the verdict must be for 
the defendants. Mere speculation as to 
the possible profits of a mercantile busi- 
ness, in the absence of direct proof, can- 
not be indulged in by the jury for the 
purpose of finding a verdict in damages. 

contem- 


The damages which the law ¢ 
plates, and which the act of Congress 
provides for, must be reasonable dam- 


ages, ascertainable upon the evidence pre- 
sented in the cause. There must be facts, 
transactions, actual evidence of some ma- 
terial and pertinent character relating to 
the business from which the jury can 
ascertain with reasonable certainty that 
damage has actually been worked to his 
business before a verdict in damages can 
be returned, other than nominal damages. 
It is the duty of the plaintiff, Mr. Loder, 
under the law applicable in this case, to 
use all reasonable efforts to make any 
damage to his business as small as pos- 
sible. The plaintiff in an action of this 
kind is not permitted to claim damages 
to his business by reason of such a com- 
bination contrary to the statute where it 
is within his power, in the exercise of rea- 
sonable diligence, to avert any such dam- 
age and to avoid any consequences of in- 
jury to his business. 

That is to say a party claiming damages 
is bound, in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence, to safeguard himself against 
any avoidable consequences of the act of 
another as to which he claims a right to 
recover damages. If the evidence in this 
case, in the matter of damage to the 
business of the plaintiff, has not shown 
any real and substantial damage to his 
business by reason of the combination 
alleged, apart from conjecture or mere 
speculation, then he is not entitled to 
any substantial compensation, and no 
verdict for nominal damages, that is to 
say, a verdict in the sum of one dollar, 
or other trifling amount. 

He, however, claims, gentlemen of the 
jury, that he has been substantially dam- 
aged, and has submitted evidence to you 
that is not speculative and uncertain to 
establish .that claim. He has related to 
you the kind and nature of the business 
in which he was engaged, and how it was 
conducted, prior to the time he says he 
was injured by this alleged unlawful com- 
bination, and that during that time made 
uncertain profits, had leisure time or 
part of his time to himself, and that 
after the alleged unlawful combination 
came into evidence he was required to 
devote this time that he therefore had to 
himself to the conduct of his business, 
and he asks you to compensate him for 
that, alleging that that additional labor 
bestowed upon his business was necessary 
as the result of the unlawful combination 
entered into and he should be paid the 
amount of five thousand dollars a year. 
Now gentlemen of the jury, as business 
men, you can say whether he has satis- 
fied you that his time, which was previ- 
ously unoccupied, was worth five thou- 
sand dollars to him or to that business. 
You will say whether he has submitted 
any evidence at all to show that he is en- 
titled to recover five thousand dollars for 
that additional labor. If by an injury 
of another a man is put to the expendi- 
ture of additional physical force and la- 
bor, he would be entitled to recover what 
was a fair compensation for that labor 
actually required to be performed by 
reason of the unlawful act, but you_can- 
not guess at what that shall be. There 
must be some evidence to show what the 
labor is worth. Now what is the labor 
of this plaintiff worth, and what addi- 
tional labor did he perform? All he tells 
us was that he had to bestow the addi- 
tional labor upon this business during 
time, after the alleged combination, that 
he theretofore had to himself. Was it 
half a day each day, one hour each day, 
or what proportion of his time in the 
year did he bestow additionally by reason 
of any unlawful combination? There is 
some evidence as to what the value of 
this kind of labor is worth. It is in 
evidence that a competent man to conduct 
this business was employed, first at six- 
teen dollars a week and afterwards at 
eighteen dollars a week. Is that fair com- 
pensation for this kind of work, and, if 
it is, is there any evidence to show that 
Mr. Loder’s services are worth any more? 
Or that his time is worth nmve thousand 
dollars for an indefinite bestowal of labor. 
As has been said to you, gentlemen of the 
jury, when a may is injured he is en- 
titled to claim the amount fairly proven, 
but he must submit evidence to you to 
show what that damage is, and it would 
be dangerous for juries to speculate as te 
what it might be. 

He says that in addition to this, he was 
compelled to employ an additional super- 
intendent. That superintendent was called 
and you saw him upon the stand, It is in 
evidence that he was a competent able 
man in this line of business. It is asserted 
that it was necessary to employ him after 
this unlawful combination had gons into 
effect. You will say whether there is 
any evidence to show that that is not 
true, whether there is any evidence to 
show that it was not necessary to employ 
this superintendent, not only from the 








evidence of Mr. Loder that it was, but 
from the facts and circumstances sur- 
rounding the methods the plaintiff was re- 
quired .o adopt in the conduct of his 
business after he says this iliegal com- 
bination went into effect. All the evi- 
dence as to the effect, if you find any 
such combination existed, had upon his 
business, may be taken into considera- 
tion by you, as reasonable business men, 
to see whether or not he had to employ 
this additional help at this additional ex- 
pense by reason of this injury done him, 
and if that expense was incurred by 
reason of this uniawful combination, then 
it would be an element of damages, flow- 
ing directly therefrom and it would be 
proper to allow him such as you find he 
was damaged in that regard, if any. 

He also claims that by reason of this 
combination and its results, he was re- 
quired to purchase his goods in an indi- 
rect way, which resulted in an extra cust 
to him of eight per cent. Hight per cent, 
he alieges, is the adidtionai cost to wnich 
he was put by reason of the fact that 
he had to purchase in this indirect way, 
and could not adopt the usual manner 
Ot purchasing goods. It is claimed by 
the plaintiff that the amount purchased 
upon which he charges the eight per cent, 
was one-third of ail he purchased dur- 
ing that time, or $96,000 worth of goods, 
and that they were proprietary goods, anu 
that there was eignt per cent. on that, 
or seven thousand six hundred and 
eighty dollars; and he says in his esti- 
mate of what his damage is that one- 
third of the amount of goods purchased 
in a drug store are these proprietary 
goods. ‘Tne defendants, however, say 
that that estimate is not correct, that 
the proportion of proprietary goods solid 
by a druggist of all goods soid is one- 
half, and that the money value of the 
proprietary goods on which the plaintiff 
is Claiming this eight per cent. was one- 
tifth of all proprietary goods sold, so 
that it would be one-fifth of one-half, or 
one-tenth of $7,680, or $768 damages, in- 
stead of $7,680. And then a furtner cal- 
culation has been made by the defend- 
ants to show that even the amount that 
the plaintiff claimed to have bought dur- 
ing that time is overstated, and that 
there really was only $83,100 worth of pro- 
prietary gcods purchased, and even if it 
was One-third, as calculated by the plain- 
tiff, upon which there could have been 
a loss of eight per cent. it makes only 
$6,648, and that if the other calculation 
that only one-fifth in money value of the 
one-half was tripartite goods, and it is 
upon these that the plaintiff claims, that 
he would only then be entitled to $664, 
instead of $6,648. in other words, You 
will say, gentlemen of the jury, first, 
when you come to this item of damages, 
whether or not Mr. Loder has satistied 
you that he purchased $96,000 or $83,100 
worth of these goods, upon which he lost 
eight per cent., or only one-tenth of that 
amount, as claimed by the defendants, 
which in money value represented the 
amount of tripartite goods to the other 
goods that would be sold by a druggist in 
the retail drug business. If you take the 
ninety-six thousand dollars as a basis, 
or if you take eighty-three thousand one 
hundred dollars as the basis, then you 
will find whether it should be $7,680 or 
$768, or whether it should be $6,648 or 
$664, if anything. 

The plaintiff also claims he was dam- 
aged thirty-six dollars on sales which he 
discovered he lost. Gentlemen of the 
jury, you will say whether there was any 
evidence to show that this loss did not 
actually occur to him. There were a 
number of young ladies called here to 
show that they had made notes of calls 
by customers for these goods, and they 
were unable to supply them, 

If you find that they were goods in- 
volved in any contract or combination al- 
leged in this case and that he could not 
supply them by reason of that, and he 
was injured to the amount he claims, 
that would be a legitimate claim. 

He has also claimed that he put in ten 
thousand dollars additional capital by 
reason of the inconvenient methods which 
he was required to adopt to carry on his 
business, subsequent to this combination. 
is there any evidence before you to show 
that he put any money in, and I submit 
to you whether or not there is not evi- 
dence to show that instead of putting 
money in he took money out? You will 
say from the evidence he gave, and from 
his cross-examination, whether it proves 
that he put money in or that he took 
money out. If he did not put money in, 
as he claims, he is not entitled to any 
damage for that item. 

Now, gentlemen of the jury, this has 
been a very long and tiresome case to 
you, and 1 congratulate you upon the 
fact that you have so patiently listened 
to everything in order that you might in- 
telligently arrive at an honest conclusion. 
And I suggest to you, although I think 
the suggestion is not necessary, that you 
permit no outside influence, or considera- 
tions, or judgments to influence you in 
the least iota in your endeavor to arrive 
at a just conclusion, that you divest 
yourselves from any prejudice, either for 
or against the plaintiff or the defendant, 
that you look to the evidence alone in 
arriving at your conclusion, and when 
you have done that render the verdict 
whith satisfies your conscience, regard- 
less of the consequences, 

The defendants have asked me to in- 
struct you as follows, and you will listen 
as I read the statements and instructions 
of the Court:— 

‘1. It is your duty to find the facts, 
and you must give a verdict in favor of 
the defendants if you find that there 
was no agreement or combination be- 
tween them other than what is embodied 
in the following statement:—‘If there were 
three organizations, one, unincorporated, 
known as the Proprietary Association of 
America, composed principally of persons 
who manufacture medicine and other ar- 
ticles, under secret prescriptions, or who 
sold products manufactured by them re- 
spectively under respective trade names 
and trade marks; another, also unin- 
corporated, known as the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association, composed of 
wholesale dealers, of such articles, who 
bought from the manufacturers thereof 
and who sold at retail; and the third, a 
corporation, known as the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, composed of 
local organizations of retail druggists, 
some incorporated, and others unincor- 
porated; if the Proprietary Association, 
neither under its charter nor by laws, or 
by virtue of any agreement or arrange- 
ment, undertook to fix or did fix, main- 
tain or regulate the prices of goods manu- 
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factured by its different members or the 
terms of tneir contracts, or obliged them 
to mx, Maintain or regulate prices or 
terms of contract, and if each member, 
despite the Association, was at liberty 
witnout violating any agreement or un- 
uerstanding, to nx and reguiate his own 
prices, terims of sale and contracts. If 
euch member of the Proprietary Associa- 
uon did nx his own prices and terms of 
Suie and contracts, without any agreement 
witn, or compuision by, his associates or 
mis association. it members of said Pro- 
prietary Association, each acting for him. 
seif, sold his manufactured product un- 
der what is known as the tripartite plan 
or contract, which contract provided that 
no wholesaie dealers should sell his goods 
lo an aggressive cutter, or at less than 
tne price designated in such contract. if 
there had been a resolution of the Na- 
uonal Association of Retail Druggists, re- 
questing the manufacturers ot pharma- 
ceutical and other preparations, other 
than proprietary preparations, not to sell 
any of their manufactured products to 
aggressive cutters without any action 
tnereon by the Proprietary Association, 
and wtihout any other action thereon by 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, saving that embodied in the Reso- 
iution alleged to have been passed to 
that effect on September lv, 1908, at Bos- 
ton. 

“if there was, thereafter, an agreement, 
eacn acting for himseif, by some of the 
manufacturers of such pharmaceutical 
preparations, not to sell to aggressive 
culters, Which agreement was made at 
the request of the National Retail and of 
tne National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciations. If there was an inaividuai ex- 
pression by each wholesaier, given at the 
request of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, and of the local asso- 
ciations, to the effect that his policy 
would be not to sell any of his goods to 
such aggressive cutters. If, after such 
agreement by manufacturers of pharma- 
ceulical preparations and such expression 
of opinion by wholesalers, the manufac- 
turers so agreeing and the wholesaler so 
expressing himseif, refused to sell, in the 
one case, his manufactured product, and 
in the other goods, to such aggressive 
cutter. If neither this agreement nor 
this expression of opinion was the result 
of any resolution, agreement or arrange- 
ment by either the Proprietary Associa- 
tion of America, or by the National 
Wholesale Druggists Association. If the 
action of the wholesaler resulted from his 
desire to secure the custom and business 
goodwill of said retailers’ association and 
retailers, and if the purpose of the re- 
tail association and of the retailers was 
to prevent their competitor, the aggres- 
sive cutter, from obtaining his goods and 
underselling them. If the Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, the National Associa- 
uon of Retail Druggists, and the Phila- 
delphia Association of Retail Druggists, 
one or all acting upon the desire and 
with the intent to further their respective 
business interests, requested each of the 
various manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines manufactured unger trade se- 
crets, to enter into a contract in the form 
of that known as the tripartite contract 
for the sale of his manufactured products, 
and because of his business judgment, 
and if each proprietor acceded to the 
request individually, not as a member of 
the association, and individually adopted 
such form of contract. If the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists and 
the local associations gave information 
to each proprietor from time to time of 
violations of said tripartite contract, and 
if plaintiff was put upon the aggressive 
cutters’ list because he was an aggres- 
sive cutter, as the result of information 
received by the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, or the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, or the Phila- 
delphia Association of Retail Druggists, 
and if, thereafter, he was refused sales 
by the proprietors who had entered into 
such tripartite contract because of his 
being on said list, and he was refused 
sales of their respective manufactured 
products by the various manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical preparations, acting indi- 
vidually, because he was on such list, and 
if he was refused sales by wholesalers 
of goods not sold under the tripartite 
plan, only for the reasons above set forth 
—if you find the facts as thus stated, you 
must find in favor of the defendants.” 

That point is refused, 

1%. ‘‘Under the statement of claim 
filed in this case, there can be no recov- 
ery of damages by reason of a refusal 
to sell the plaintiff goods, other than a 
refusal to sell goods which were the man- 
ufactured products of the ‘corporations, 
firms and individuals, owners and propri- 
etors of patent medicines, drugs and pro- 
prietary articles in the several States of 
the United States, whose prices were 
covered by an agreement between the 
three associations, their officers, delegatss 
and members. As to such articles you 
must find that there was an agreement 
between the three associations, fixing, 
regulating and determining their price.’ 

This is true. 

2. “If there was no agreement, ar- 
rangement or combination on the part 
of the members of the Proprietary Asso- 
ciation of America and the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, acting 
as members of their respective associa- 
tions between themselves, and if there 
was no agreement by and between these 
associations, or by_and between them, or 
either of them, and the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists that there should 
be no sales by wholesalers of any articles 
to the aggressive cutters; and if there 
was nothing but an expression of opinion 
by each of the wholesaler defendants, to 
the effect that it was not his policy to sell 
goods to aggressive cutters, given at the 
request of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, and the Philadelphia 
Association of Retail Druggists, and if 
such policy was thereafter acted upon by 
him, neither such expression of opinion, 
nor any refusal to sell to the plaintiff by 
any wholesale dealer who expressed the 
same, was a violation of the Sherman 
Act, such as entitled the plaintiff to re 
cover.”’ 

This is true. 

3. “The only evidence or anything in 
the nature of an agreement by a whole- 
saler not to sell articles other ‘than tri- 
partite goods to an aggressive eutter, be- 
ing that set forth in the second point, 
there can be no recovery by the plaintiff 
in this suit against such wholesale deal 
ers. 

This point is refused. 

4. “There is no evidence in this suit 











that either the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association or the Proprietary As- 
sociation of America was organized for 
any purpose violative of the Sherman 
Act. Unless therefore one or other of 
these associations adopted a plan or en: 
tered into a combination to do something 
in violation of said act, no defendant, a 
member of either of said associations, 
can be held responsible for speeches made 
at meetings of such associations, or for 
actions done by the members thereof in- 
nol ga in which he did not partici- 
ate.’’ 

This is true. 

5. “The plaintiff seeks to recover dam- 
ages for an alleged illegal combination or 
agreement between ‘the Proprietary As- 
sociation of America, the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and the 
National Association of Retail Druggists, 
their officers, delegates and members, 
who unlawfully entered into an agree- 
ment, contract, combination and conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several States and with for- 
eign countries,’ and that ‘they unlawful- 
ly agreed, contracted, combined and con- 
spired to enhance and arbitrarily to fix, 
regulate and determine the wholesale and 
retail price at which various commodities 
of the drug trade, consisting of patent 
medicines, drugs and proprietary articles, 
manufactured in the _ several States 
should be sold to the retail druggists and 
by the said retail druggists to the con- 
Sumers resident of the several States of 
the United States’ that the ‘parties there- 
to caused to be prepared lists and sched- 
ules of prices at which the retail drug- 
gists were compelled to sell the patent 
medicines and proprietary articles includ- 
ed within the agreement; and that the 
Philadelphia Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, and members thereof, pursuant to 
said agreement, contract, combination 
and conspiracy, prepared and established 
lists and schedules of prices at which the 
said goods were required and compelled 
to be sold by retail druggists within the 
city of Philadelphia, and enforced and 
attempted to enforce the same in a man- 
ner hereafter described,’ the manner de- 
scribed being the sending of the ‘names 
of those retail druggists who were and 
are willing to be bound by and who did 
not and do not conform to the lists or 
schedules of selling prices thus fixed by 
the agreement, contract, combination and 
conspiracy referred * * to the headquar- 
ters of the National Association of Retail 
Druggists at Chicago, and transmitted 
by the officers of that association to the 
officers and members of the Proprietary 
Association of America, and the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association,’ and 
that members of the Proprietary Asso- 
ciation of America and members of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associa- 
tion and others ‘upon whom pressure was 
brought to bear by _ said association 
thereupon declined and refused to fur- 
nish the patent medicines, drugs and pro- 
prietary articles above mentioned to any 
druggist whose name was upon the list 
thus submitted.’ 

“Your verdict must be for the defendants 
unless the combination thus charged is 
found by you to have been entered into. 
If you find that said three associations 
did not conspire or combine to ‘fix, regu- 
late and determine the wholesale and re- 
tail prices at which various commodities 
of the drug trade consisting of patent 
medicines, drugs and proprietary articles 
manufactured in the several States should 
be sold to the retail druggists and by the 
said retail druggists to the consumer,’ 
your verdict must be for the defendants.” 

This is true. 

6. “Your verdict must be for the de- 
fendants if you find that the three asso- 
ciations, above named, did not cause ‘to 
be prepared lists and schedules of prices 
at which the retail druggists were com- 
pelled to sell the patent medicines, drugs 
and proprietary articles included within 
the agreement.’ ”’ 

As to that, gentlemen of the jury, I in- 
struct you that your verdict must be for 
the defendant, if you find that the three 
associations, together wih the delegates, 
officers and members above nameq did 
not cause to be prepared lists and sched- 
ules of prices at which the retail druggists 
were compelled to sell their patent medi- 
cines, drugs and proprietary articles in- 
cluded within the agreement. 

7. “Your verdict must be for the de- 
fendants if you find that there was no 
combination or agreement between the 
members of the Proprietary Association 
of America, as to the prices at which 
their goods were to be sold, or as to the 
terms upon which sales were to be made, 
but that each proprietor fixed his own 
prices and terms of sale without any 
agreement or combination with the other 
members of his association, even though 
you find that by schedules prepared by 
local associations of retail druggists, 
minimum prices were fixed in their re- 
spective localities, less than the ordinary 
retail prices, of each proprietg, and even 
though you find each proprietor was will- 
ing his medicines should be sold as low 
as said minimum prices, without sub- 
jecting the person selling to be considered 
an aggressive cutter under this tripartite 
contract.”’ 

This is true. 

8. “If you find that all that was done 
by the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, and its members, in the way of 
an agreement not to sell to aggressive 


cutters, was embodied in tripartite con- 
tracts, such as those referred to herein- 
before, under which they were selling 


goods, and that all that was done by the 
wholesalers, who are defendants was in 
the way of the expression by each indi- 
vidually of his policy, not to sell the ag- 
gressive cutters, given to retail dealers, 
or retail associations, and if you find that 
such promise was made in each case by 
the individual, not as a member of an as- 
sociation, but because the persons to 
whom he promised were competitors of 
such aggressive cutters, and because of 
his desire to secure their trade, which he 
feared might otherwise be prejudiced, 
your verdict must be in favor of said 
wholesale dealer, defendant.”’ 

This, gentlemen of the jury, is true. If 
the tripartite contract referred to therein 
does not involve the requirements of the 
tripartite contract set forth in the Reso- 
lution of the N. W. D..A., held at Chi- 
cago in 1900 

That tripartite plan is as follows:— 

“This is the designation given to the 
plan that is earnestly urged and sup- 
posted by both the National Wholesale 

ruggists’ Association of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists. It has also 
been recommended to its members by the 
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Proprietary Association of America. On 
pages 5, 6 and 7, is given a complete list 
of all the proprietors who have adopted 
this plan up to date. An asterisk is also 
placed opposite the names of such pro- 
prietors where their schedules are print- 
ed. Fach of said proprietors has indi- 
vidually stated he will confine his sales at 
best prices strictly to a uniform list of 
jobbers, whom he has selected as his 
distributing agents, and that his whole- 
sale agents must not sell his goods at any 
price to aggressive cutters or brokers, 
eitier directly or indirectly. The penalty 
prescribed by each proprietor for the 
violation of his terms in this or any re- 
spect, is his refusal to longer supply his 
goods to any jobber who may be found 
guilty of such violation. These conditions 
of the proprietors make it absolutely 
necessary for each jobber to consult the 
list of cutters before filling orders, and 
to decline to sell tripartite goods to any 
party on said list, to any broker or to 
any one who may supply such cutters or 
brokers. The following are the condi- 
tions required of jobbers and retailers by 
the Tripartite Proprietors, in return for 
the restriction of their sales at best prices 
to the recognized list of jobbers:— 

1. Jobbers, through their salesmen, to 
refrain from running down proprietary 
goods, and to give instructions to sell 
what is called for, without reference to 
any particular article which may happep 
to pay a higher profit. 

2. Jobbers to refrain from asking any 
further discounts than those at present 
allowed. 

3. Each jobber for himself to discon- 
tinue_his non-secret department. 

Jobbers to refrain from selling pro 
prietary preparations at any price, either 
directly or indirectly, to aggressive cut- 
ters and brokers or to any parties sup- 
plying aggressive cutters and brokers 

5. Ketailers not to substitute when 
standard proprietary articles are called 
for, but in each case to give the custom- 
er what is asked for without argument. 

The aggressive cutter is defined as the 
dealer who is designated as such by not 
less than seventy-five per cent. of the 
local retail druggists, and the definition 
of the term non-secret is a preparation 
made for or by a dealer to be offered 
when a proprietary article of like nature 
is called for. The list of aggressive cut- 
ters, etc., is sent to jobbers and propri 
etors for their information by Thomag 
V. Wooten, secretary of the N. A. R. 
D., whose office is located at 153 La Salle 
street, Chicago, Ill. The recognized list 





ity for damages by reason of his thus not 
selling or refusing to sell to such aggres- 
sive cutters, or to such persons dealing 
with them.”’ 

This is true. 

12. “The purchasers from manufactur- 
ers under such contracts have a right to 
refuse to re-sell the goods thus purchased 
to persons designated by the proprietor, 
without exposing themselves to any lia- 
biilty to damage in favor of the person 
to whom they have thus refused to re- 
sell.”’ 

This is true, 

13. “It is immaterial whether the pro- 
prietor adopts the form of contract thus 
designating persons to whom re-sales are 
not to be made because of his own unaid- 
ed or unsolicited suggestions, or because 
of his having been requested to do so by 
persons who are his customers and who 
wish to prevent competitors from pur- 
chasing his goods under such circum- 
stances as would enable them to under- 
sell. 

“If the contract made by such manufac- 
turer is one into which he entered volun- 
tarily, though in consequence of such re- 
quest, it is binding upon all concerned.”’ 

That is true. 7 

14. “If the wholesale dealer, believing 
that by selling goods to an aggressive 
cutter he will diminish his trade with 
competitors of such aggressive cutter, 
or that such competitors will not be in- 
terested in favoring and promoting his in- 
terests, refuses to sell to aggressive cut- 
ters because thus actuated, he does not 
expose himself by reason thereof to any 
liability for damages.”’ 

This is true. 

1. “Though you find that each one of 
the various wholesale dealers, defendants 
in this case, individually because of an 
appeal to each, made by retail dealers, 
that he would agree not to sell to ag- 
gressive cutters competing with them and 
underselling them, did manifest his un- 
willingness to sell to such aggressive cut- 
ters and did so to refuse because of his 
desire to promote his business interest and 
to prevent a loss of trade, he did not, by 
virtue of such conduct, do anything vio- 
lative of the laws of the United States or 
expose himself to liability to pay dam- 
ages.”’ 

This is true. 

16. “An agreement by a wholesale deal- 
er in Pennsylvania, with retail dealers in 
Pennsylvania, not to sell his goods to an 
aggressive cutter, is not one concerning 
interstate commerce, which is in the 
purview of the Sherman Act.”

trade to act contrary to their own free 
will and accord, it would be true. 

9. ‘‘Your verdict must be for the de- 
fendants.”’ 

That point is refused. 

10. ‘‘The manufacturer of a proprietary 
medicine or food, manufactured under a 
trade secret or trade mark, to which 
such manufacturer has given value by 
advertisement and personal efforts, has 
a right to prescribe a price of his product 
and to bind purchasers from him not to 
sell the same at a less price, or to re-sell 


to such persons as shall be by him des- 
ignated. It is the duty of all purchasers 
of goods from such manufacturer under 


such circumstances to carry out his con- 


tract. The manufacturer subjects him- 
self to no liability to persons to whom M A 
he refuses to sell, whether his

18. ‘“‘A body of retail dealers located in

Philadelphia may persuade a wholesale 
dealer located therein who fears a loss 
of their custom if he refuses, and who 
desires by acceding to their request, to 
insure the sale of his goods, not to sell to 
a competitor who is an aggressive cutter 
of prices without violating the Sherman 
act on which this suit is based.”

19. “There is nothing violative of the 
law on the part of a body of retail deal- 
ers in Pennsylvania in stating to a whole- 
sale vendor in Pennsylvania from whom 
they buy, that they will not purchase 
from him if he sells to a competitor who 
Ils an aggressive cutter, nor in asking him 
to sell at prices designated by them.”’ 

This is true. 

20. ‘“‘No manufacturer is under any duty 
or obligation to sell his product to third 
persons, and if, acting under his own 
uncontrolled volition, he refuses to sell 
arbitrarily or capriciously, or even be- 
cause he believes he will thereby secure 
the good will of his customers, he incurs 
no liability to the third person thus re- 
fused.”’ 

This is true. 

21. “‘No vendor at wholesale of manu- 
factured products is under any duty to 
sell the articles belonging to him to 
third persons, and, if acting under his 
own uncontrolled volition he refuses to 
sell arbitrarily or capriciously, or even 
because he believes he will thereby secure 
the good will of his customers, he incurs 
no liability to the third person thus re- 
fused.” 

This is true. 

22. ‘‘No manufacturer or wholesale 
vendor of manufactured products, acting 
independently of other manufacturers or 
wholesale vendors, and without concert 
or combination with them, who refuses 
to sell in the case of the manufacturer 
his manufactured product or in the case 
of the wholesale vendor the goods to 
him belonging, although illegally com- 
bining or conspiring with others not to 
sell his manufactured products, or the 
goods to him belonging is responsible in 
damages to any third person to whom he 
refuses to sell, so far as such damages 
result to such third person from refusals 
by other persons acting independently of 
him to sell goods by them manufactured 
or to them belonging.” 

Gentlemen of the jury, the proposition 
contained in this point you may not un- 
derstand. As I understand it, it means 
this, to illustrate:—If, for instance, A and 
others refuse to sell the plaintiff Peruna 
without entering into any combination 
or conspiracy, but A and others enter 
into conspiracy with B and others not to 
sell Piso to the plaintiff, and afterward 
the plaintiff is injured by the refusals 
of B and others to sell him lacto pepsin, 
which article was not involved in the con- 
spiracy, that then A would not be re- 
sponsible for any damages caused to the 
plaintiff because B and others failed to 
sell to him goods that were the 
involved conspiracy. 

That is my understanding of this point 
and that being my understanding I say to 
you that that is true.

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phia entered into an agreement among 
themselves by which they fixed the price 
of manufactured articles to be sold in 
Philadelphia at retail, and even though 
they agreed with the wholesalers locat- 
ed in Philadelphia, illegally, that such 
wholesalers should not sell manufactured 
goods to them belonging in Philadelphia 
to a retail dealer who would not conform 
to said prices so fixed, such finding would 
not authorize you to find that the whole- 
sale dealers and retail dealers thus com- 
bining have entered into a conspiracy, 
combination or agreement violative of the 
Sherman Act.”

24. “If the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association and the Proprietary 
Association of America entered into no 
arrangement or combination with any as- 
sociations or persons, saving with regard 
to goods sold under the tripartite plan 
or tripartite contracts, there can be no 
recovery in this suit of any damages 
against members of either of those asso- 
ciations, because of loss of business on 
the part of Loder, resulting from refus- 
als to sell by the manufacturers ano 
wholesale vendors of goods not covere¢ 
by such contract.’”’ 

This is true, so long as the refusals tc 
sell the other goods was not for the pur. 
pose of supporting a plan which was bl: 
the violation of the law. 

2. “The damages which the law con 
templates and which the act of Con- 
gress provides for must be reasonabl< 
damages, ascertainable from the evidence 
as to actual facts or transactions from 
which the jury can ascertain with rea 
sonable certainty that actual damage hag 
resulted, and if the evidence in the case 
has not shown any real and substantia 
damage to the plaintiff's business apart 
from cwnjecture or mere speculation, then 
he is not entitled to any substantial com- 
pensation. If it is within the power of 
the plaintiff in the exercise of reasonabie 
diligence to avert any damage and te 
avoid any consequences of injury to his 
business by purchasing such goods as 
may have been necessary in his business 
from others than the defendants, for the 
same price as he would have paid them 
then he cannot recover damages in this 
action.”’ 

This is true, provided he was not dam 
aged by delays or other circumstances i 
connection with the purehase of an 
goods that were interfered with, if such 
there were, by any alleged combinatior 
if there was such. 

26. “If the plaintiff was compelled t 
pay more for his goods, in consequenc 
of a contract, combination or conspirac} 
between the defendants, the measure o- 
damages on this point Is the difference ir 
price between that for which he coula 
have bought from the defendants if m 
such contract, combination or conspiracy 
had existed, and the price which he a 
tually paid.” 

This is true. 

27. “The plaintiff is not entitled’ to 
damages for any loss that he may have 
suffered in consequence of his_inabilit: 
to buy proprietary articles sold by the 
manufacturers on the rebate plan, or th 
tripartite plan or the serial numberin, 
plan, as his inability to do so was due 
entirely to his unwillingness to purchas- 
upon the terms which the manufacturer 
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After the ordinary gear pattern has been knocked about the foundry awhile, has 
shrunk some, warped some, and been battered more, a gear molded from that 
pattern is, of necessity, defective.

28. “The plaintiff being a retailer is 
not entitled to recover damages for any 
loss that he may have suffered by reason 
of his inability to buy proprietary arti- 
cles at wholesale prices, since that was 
a condition to which all retail dealers 
alike were lawfully subjected by the 
manufacturers, and was not due to the 
agreement complained of, if any exist- 
ed, between the three associations, nor 
is it set out in the statement of claim.” 

That is true. 

(The 29th point withdrawn by counsel 
for defendant.) 

30. ‘“‘Under the evidence in this case 
you cannot consider any amount paid by 
the plaintiff for advertising, as he has not 
shown that any part of his actual ad- 
vertising was occasioned by the alleged 
illegal combination of the defendants, 
therefore no part of the advertising can 
be included in the damages.” 

That is true, gentlemen of the jury; no 
part of his claim for advertising can be 
included in this case. 

31. ‘*The action in this case is brought 
against the defendants and each of them 
for damages resulting from an alleged 
contract, combination or conspiracy be- 
tween certain associations named, to 
which they belong, in restraint of trade 
or commerce. Two of the defendants are 
members of an incorporated association 
known as the Proprietary Association of 
America, which is not a party defendant; 
ten others are members of an unincorpo- 
rated association known as the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, which 
is not a parts defendant; one is a corpo- 
ration, the Philadelphia Association of 
Retail Druggists; and twenty others are 
individuals and are alleged to be the of- 
ficers and members of the Philadelphia 
Association of Retail Druggists. In or 
der to recover in this action it is essen- 
tial that each and all of the defendants 
should have been parties to a contract, 
combination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce, and if the jury find 
that any one or more of the defendants 
was not a party to any such contract, 
combination or conspiracy, then their 
verdict must be for the defendants.’’ 

This is true, gentlemen of the jury, as 
to the defendants you find who are not 
parties. You, in other words, are not 
required to find a verdict against all these 
defendants or none. You can find a ver- 
dict against those that you find were 
engaged in a combination and conspiracy, 
if there was such a combination and con- 
spiracy, and you find that they were con- 
nected with it. 

32. ‘The fact that one or more persons 
of an association, whether incorporated 
or unincorporated, has done an illegal 
act in furtherance of a. lawful purpose 
which he may have had in common with 
others does not render the other persons 
liable to damages. The essential element 
of a combination or conspiracy forbidden 
by the act is the common purpose to com- 
mit an illegal act, namely, to restrain 
trade. If the jury find that the common 
purpose of the defendants was merely to 
secure an adherence to a legal contract, 
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then, whatever may have been done by 
one or more of the individual defendants 
which was not contemplated by their 
common purpose, is not evidence against 
them.” 

That is true. 

83. ‘“‘There is no evidence in this case 
that the National Wholesale Druggists 
Association ever took any action for the 
purpose of combining in any way with 
the associations, as set out in the state- 
ment of claim filed in this case; there- 
fore your verdict must be in favor of the 
ten defendants who are named in the 
statement of claim as members of the 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association.’’ 

That point is refused. 

34. “If you find that the only agreement 
between the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association and the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists as to placing 
persons on the cutters’ list, or as to not 
selling to persons on such list, related to 
those persons who cut prices or proprie- 
tary medicines, this was not a violation 
of the Sherman Act, even though some of 
the defendants, wholesalers, individually 
declined to sell goods of any description 
to the plaintiff.’’ 

This point is refused. 

35. “If you find that any one or more 
of the defendants refused to sell to the 
plaintiff under a reasonable apprehension 
that otherwise his own business would 
suffer, and in the hope that by such re- 
fusal his business would be promoted by 
the persons who requested him not thus 
to sell,, then, unless you find that he was 
otherwise a party to a contract, combina- 
tion or conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
there can be no recovery against him be- 
cause of such refusal.” 

This is true. 

36. “If you find that the manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines, manufactured 
under trade secret, fixed the prices of the 
goods of their own manufacture, even 
though the fixing of the price was done 
at the request of wholesale dealers, their 
customers, such fixing of prices is not a 
conspiracy between the manufacturer 
generally, and the retailers, in restraint 
of trade or commerce.” 

This is true. 

37. ‘The forms of contract between the 
manufacturers of proprietary goods, 
known as the rebate plan, and that known 
as the tripartite plan, are lawful, and an 
agreement between the parties to such 
contract not to sell goods covered by 
such contracts to anyone who does not act 
in conformity thereto, is lawful and is not 
withi the provisions of the Sherman 
Act.” 

If the tripartite plan referred to is the 
tripartite plan involving all the require- 
ments of that set forth in 1901 schedule 
this is refused. If, however, it is the 
tripartite plan which was simply entered 
into by the proprietor fixing his_ prices, 
saying to whom his goods shall be sold 
and at what prices, and does not involve 
the performance of any other duty, or 
connect him with any other plan for the 
purpose of coercing others, then it is 
true. 

38. “No damages are recoverable by 
virtue of anvthing done after the bringing 
of this suit.”’ 

This is true. 

38%. “The plaintiff is not entitled to 
recover damages because of a refusal to 
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sell goods, which, under a tripartite con- 
tract, could not be sold to an aggressive 
cutter,”’ 

This depends-upon what tripartite plan 
is referred to and what the party en- 
oe into that contract was required 
to do, 

(Point No, 39 withdrawn by counsel for 
defendant.) 

40. “If the jury find that the defendants 
did enter into a joint plan, but that they 
have only endeavored to perfect a plan 
by which all retail dealers, large and 
small, should be put upon the same foot- 
ing and should have an equal chance, and 
if they find that none have been ex- 
cluded from the benefits of that plan, and 
that it has not been restricted to par- 
ticular persons or to a particular class 
and that the plaintiff might at any time 
have availed himself of it if he had go 
chosen, then there is no violation of the 
act of July 2, 1890.’’ 

That is true, provided the plan is not in 
restraint of interstate trade and com- 
merce, and every person is left free to 
act with regard to it as he may choose. 

41. “The wholesale and retail druggists 
as purchasers of proprietary articles had 
a right to agree together that they would 
be bound by the rules and regulations 
adopted by various manufacturers of pro- 
prietary goods, each acting for himself, 
and had a further right to agree that 
they would inform the manufacturers of 
any transgression of such rules and reg- 
ulations.”’ 

This would be true, gentlemen of the 
jury, if the rules and regulations to which 
they were required to conform were not 
in violation of any act. They would have 
a right to be bound by any rules and reg- 
ulations that are lawful and would not 
be in contravention of this act. 

42. “If you find that any one or more 
of the defendants refused to sell to the 
plaintiff, under a reasonable apprehension 
that otherwise his own business would 
suffer by the loss of customers, without 
because thereof he so refused, without 
conspiracy with the other defendants, to 
that end, there can be no_ recovery 
against him.” 

This is true. 

43. “If you find that the only agree- 
ment between the associations named as 
to persons placed on the list of aggres- 
sive cutters, related to those persons who 
cut the prices of proprietary medicines 
and those only sold under the tripartite 
plan, and that it was only as to such 
goods that such defendants entered into 
any agreement not to sell, such agree- 
ment was not in violation of the act of 
July 2d, 189, even though some of the 
defendants declined to sell goods of any 
description to the plaintiff.’’ 
That point is refused. 

44. “A manufacturer of proprietary 
medicines manufactured under a_ secret 
recipe or prescription, or of goods man- 
ufactured under a trade secret, is at lib- 
erty to manufacture or not, as he sees 
fit. He may also sell or not, as he sees 
fit, and he may bind his vendee by any 
contract, plan or agreement, mutually 
agreed upon between them, with respect 
to the right of the vendee to re-sell, and 
the price at which, and the persons to 
whom such a vendee may sell.” 

That is true, 

The jury may now retire. 





Mr. Johnson—I desire to note an ex- 
ception to the answers of the court to 
the points refused or qualified. 

I also except generally to the charge of 
the court. 

I also desire to except additionally to 
the charges of the court with regard to 
the damages, because of the failure of 
the court to refer to what appeared in 
the books themselves as to the extent of 
business that had been done by the plain- 
tiff, as to the comparison between the 
times before and after. 

Mr. Scott—I except to the ruling of the 
court in striking Campion from the list 
of defendants, 

Also to the part of the charge of the 
court where the court referred to its be- 
ing necessary for the plaintiff to have 
used all diligence to get trade. 

Also with regard to the question left 
to the jury whether there is any evidence 
that the plaintiff put money into the 
business. 

Also to the answers of the court to the 
defendant's points which were affirmed. 





The Court—Gentlemen of the jury, you 
will recall, as 1 read to you of the sev- 
enth section of this act wherein it is 
stated that any person that may be dam- 
aged is entitled to recover treble dam- 
ages, together with an attorney’s fee. 
You will concern yourselves, however, if 
you get to the question of damages, only 
with ascertaining what the actual dam- 
age is. You will not multiply it by three, 
but simply return, if you return any- 
thing, the actual amount you find the 
plaintiff to have been damaged, and the 
court will perform the multiplication un- 
der the law. and all other things neces- 
sary to fix the verdict if one is rendered 
in favor of the plaintiff, as it should be. 
With these instructions you may retire, 

A Juror—Do we render our veridct as 
a whole or. return the items. 

The Court—If you find for any amount 
for the plaintiff you will find it in a lump 
sum. You will not return any separate 
items. If there are any separate items 
you will return the actual damages in a 
lump sum if you find any to exist under 
this evidence 

I am asked to instruct you that under 
all the evidence in this case there is no 
evidence to connect H. K. Mulford & 
Company with it. and that as to them I 
should instruct you to render a_ verdict 
for the defendant. This is refused, It is 
a matter for you to say. 

Counsel for H. K. Mulford Co. excepts 
to the refusal of the Court to instruct the 
jury to render a _ verdict for the ‘e- 
fendant, H. K. Mulford Co. 

The Court.—The jury have further re- 
quested and desired me to say to them 
what should be done with the attorneys’ 
fee mentioned in the act of Assembly. 
will say to the jury, you are not con- 
cerned in that, if there is any to be 
awarded. 
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Chicago Seed and O11 Market. 
Chicago, Nov. 30, 1906. 

Prices for flaxseed have fluctuated more 
than usual during the week just closed, 
but even at the widest range tne ditter- 
ence has not been very great, and at tne 
close tnere is practically no cnange in the 
price tor the casn seed, as compared witn 
last week's ciosing value. At one time 
auring tne week tne casn sold up as high 
as $1.W%, but dropped back at the ciose 
to ys%e. ‘he feature of the trade has 
been snown by tne November option. ‘Lhe 
ciosing price on the opening aay of tnis 
week wus JYvc., and the quotation at tne 
final session to-day was $1.Wu%. Ine ad- 
vance in this option was due to tne fact 
that the crushers were anxious to secure 
it tor shipment before the ciose of naviga- 
tion. kor this reason they preterred tne 
November seed to tne cusn, as It was 
aiready in store, and they could take the 
cerlificate, and have the seed deivered 
out if they saw fit, to-day being practi- 
cally the closing day of the montn, the 
coming of ‘Thanksgiving causing the 
month to end ina nosiday. The December 
option also showed surprising strengtn, 
and the spread between that month and 
May was narrowed to less the dc. at the 
close, Which is hardly a carrying charge. 
Aside from cash, and seed to arrive, wnich 
the buyers did not appear at all anxious 
to take nold of, the May option was the 
only one in which there was any weak- 
ness shown. it suffered a sught net loss 
tor the week. The season of navigation 
is now practically at an end for this year. 
here stiil remains part of a week in 
which the vessels can load and carry in- 
surance, and there 1s no doubt that the 
buyers will make the most of it, but they 
are not going to be able to secure the 
seed which it was predicted they would 
get, unless the arrivals for the next few 
days surpass by tar any total in a like 
period this year. ‘That the receipts for 
tne season have been a source ot disap- 
pointment to the bear cannot be doubted, 
and they surely have been surprising, 
though nevertheless gratifying to the 
bulls in the trade. It 1s admitted by all 
in the trade, whether they look tor a 
higher or a tower market in the future, 
that the crop this year has been a heavy 
vne—at least that it has been heavier than 
it was last year. And yet the receipts 
have actually been less. ‘he final figures 
for the season are of course not available, 
but a perusal of the table of car lot re- 
ceipts shows that at the three principal 
points there have been only 12,968 cars 
received, as compared with 13,538 for the 
same period a year ago, and 18,589 for the 
same period in 1903. ‘the conditions in the 
seed trade have never been as mixed us 
they are now, and the nearer the season 
comes to a close the more puzzling does 
the situation become. The question has 
been asked over and over again:—Where 
is the seed which it is claimed has been 
raised this year? ‘here has been much 
time spent by the bears in trying to ac- 
count for the failure of the seed to come 
forward at a time when it was most 
needed. It must be admitted that the 
price has not been so attractive. With 
values anywhere from 16@20c. under the 
market last year, it is only natural to 
suppose that the farmer markets his seed 
with considerable reluctance. He planted 
his seed when the market was high, and 
if he should feel that he has been vic- 
timized, he is not to be blamed for it. It 
is likely that he can fix the censure for 
his loss, if he has suffered one, upon no 
person or set of persons—he is merely a 
victim of the law of trade, which does not 
stop for any man, in its onward march. 
Nevertheless, when the grower of the 
seed scans the situation, he cannot but be 
surprised at the low price of flax, with 
the trade in oil so good, and the demand 
continuing as strong as it now is. The 
secret may lie in the vast quantities of 
seed which are said to be in the country, 
and which will have to find they their 
way to market within the next six 
months, but until the seed actually has 
been uncovered by being marketed, at the 
various centers it wouid not be strange 
if there were many doubting Thomases 
eternally asking for the proof. In view 
of the fact that there is said to be so 
much seed in the country, the suggestion 
has been made that perhaps the govern- 
ment in the future will be inclined to fol- 
low the rule that has been used in the 
more speculative cereals—publish an esti- 
mate of the reserve in farmers’ hands, 
Certainly, if the reports as to size of the 
crop are correct, there is more seed in 
reserve this year at the close of naviga- 
tion than there has been in many years 
before. The bear is making a guess, and 
he is basing all his hopes on the truth of 
the government report. The man who is 
selling the May option at the present price 
has the assurance that there is plenty of 
seed in the country. On that rests his 
whole case. He knows that as soon as 
the season of navigation is over, the de- 
mand which has made the cash seed so 
strong a factor recently, will be partially 
relieved. That the crusher who buys seed 
will have to store it, and the difference 
between the present price of cash seed 
and the distant future is not very great 
and does not represent a carrying charge. 
In case that this condition continues the 
erusher probably would prefer to secure 
the May seed rather than buy the cash 
and pay the charges on it. It would seem 
therefore that this condition should right 
itself, by the law of compensation, as 
under these circumstance the price of the 
future would advance, or the value for 
the cash seed would recede. But assum- 
ing that the price of the May option would 
for the time being, advance, it would no 
doubt break again before the time for the 
distant delivery came around, under the 
pressure of heavy offerings and the for- 
tunate seller would be the gainer after 
all. But if the seed is not in the country, 
if the reports which have been coming in 
are erroneous, if the government crop ex- 
perts have not figured correctly, then 
there is likely to be an advance of a ma- 
terial character before the first of May. 
Now it is all speculation. There is noth- 
ing certain about it. All that can be said 
without fear of contradiction, is that with 
seed on its present basis, and oil selling 
where it is, the crusher can make money.

LINSEED OIL.—There is no cloud on 
the horizon of the crusher who has oil 
to offer. He is finding the market much 
to his liking, and is reaping a harvest on 
his sales, in spite of the fact that oil is, 
as compared with other years, cheap. 
The reason he can make money is that 
he is able to secure the seed at a lower 
price than he is selling his oil, with the 
cost of making added. The problem is 
merely one of arithmetic. The demand 
for oil continues good. There has never 
been a time in the history of the trade, 
at this season of the year, when the de- 
mand for oil was so strong, so uniformly 
active all over the country, as it is now. 
Some of the optimistic in the trade are 
declaring that up to date, nearly, if not 
fully 75 per cent. of the estimated seed 
crop, available for oil making purposes, 
has been sold in oil. There is, of course, 
no means of ascertaining, so that one 
man’s guess is as good as another's, but 
there is no doubt that the quantity of oil 


that has been sold has been enor- 
mous, The deliveries upon contracts 
have been the best that the _ trade 
has been able to_ report in many 


years, and the demand for oil in the shape 
of new business continues to roll in upon 
the crushers. There is no chance for the 
conservative chronicler of the market 
conditions to exaggerate them. They are 
good, and show no signs of becoming dis- 
couraging. As heavily as the trade has 
bought, there are said to be some of the 
very big consumers of oil who have not 
as yet bought any quantity of it, and it is 
likely that when they come into the mar- 
ket they will cause more activity than is 
now being shown. Some of them have 
heard the cry of a big seed crop for so 
long, and have listened to the advice of 
the bears, who have been predicting low 
seed, that they have held off expecting 
the oil to be lower. A big dealer made the 
statement one day this week that he could 
have pleaced 10,000 barrels of future oil 
on that day, if he had given it to the pros- 
pective buyer at 30c. The general sched- 
ule for spot oil now is 34c., but it is selling 
at 33c. utures are quoted the same as 
spot. 

LINSEED CAKE.—There is no change 
in the price of cake from the figures 
which were quoted last week, save that 
there is in some cases, a tendency to 
shade the quotable value of futures, to 
be shipped after the first of the year. The 
demand continues to be excellent, and 
whenever there is any spot cake to be 
found it is eagerly snatched up. The 
amount of cake which can be secured for 
shipment before the first of the year is 
very small. The speculative movement in 
the foreign market, added to the natural 
demand for the cake from the feeders, has 
made it a commodity of rare value on the 
other side of the Atlantic, and there does 
not at present appear to be any_ prospect 
that the market will-show any decline in 
the near future. The brokers report that 
they are able to quote December cake at 
$26.50 and January forward $25.50@26 per 
ton, Chicago. 

CORN OIL.—There is a fair demand for 
this oil, though the trade is far from be- 
ing active, the domestic inquiry being 
rather light. From the foreign buyer 
there is a demand which is about equal 
to the supply, and the little surplus which 
is made is used in the domestic trade. 
There is nothing to quote in the wey of 
change in price $3.40@3.50 per hundred, in 
barrels, being the selling range.

ACETONE.—The market presents a 
steadier tendency, under the sustained 
position of the raw material, but quo- 
tations show no change from 154%@léc. 

ACID, CARBOLIC. — The firmer 
course of the markets abroad is lend- 
ing its effect more on local conditions, 
and 13@13%c. is generally named. Va- 
rious reports are current as to con- 
tract terms for next year, but nothing 
definite seems to have been established. 

ACID, CITRIC.—Makers’ prices are 
more firmly maintained at 38@38«c., 
lots in second hands having been re- 
duced to an extent where they are 
of slight significance. We have the fol- 
lowing from our Messina correspondent 
on citrate of lime:—

The lack of important demand has mitigated 
to some extent the firmness of our market, and 
the nominai value of to-day is £16 17s. 6d. for 
December and £16 12s, 6d. for January to March

wood, 95 per cent., 70c.; 97 per cent., 75c., 
less the usual terms. 

CANTHARIDES.—The firmer views 
of some holders of Chinese flies are be- 
coming more general, especially for 
powdered, which are now held at 58@ 
55c. For whole Chinese, 50@52%c, is

named, but little is available at the 
lower figure. Russian flies are in light 
spot supply, and some dealers main- 
tained higher values for powdered at 
$1.30, although, in a limited ‘way, it is 
believed that $1.25 can be done, 

CARNAUBA WAX.—There are indi- 
cations that the new crop is beginning 
to move in the Northern districts of 
Brazil, and advices have been received 
from Hamburg asking for offers for 
December-January shipment. Values 
have not yet been established on a 
definite basis, and there is more or less 
reserve on the part of local dealers to 
operate under the present high level of 
spot prices. These may be repeated as 
follows:—No. 1, 48%@50c.; No. 2, 38@ 
42c.; No. 3, 30@31c.; North country, 32@ 
$2%ee. 

CASTOR OIL.—The advanced basis 
announced last week at 10%@11%c. for 
bbls. and 11@12c. for cases is firmly 
sustained and the strength of the seed 
is believed to warrant a higher level 
in the near future. 

COCAINE.—The European markets 
manifest further strength under the 
influences noted in late reports, stim- 
ulating the expectations of an early 
advance on spot. Buyers are evidently 
impressed with the probability of this 
outcome as they show more of a dis- 
position to anticipate their require- 
ments at the current basis of $3.25. 

COCOA BUTTER.—There seems to 
be no'check to the demand for the 
holiday consuming requirements, and 
spot stocks are quite at a premium, 
some dealers reporting a depletion of 
supplies. The Amsterdam auction next 
Tuesday will comprise 90 tons of Van 
Houten and 36 tons of prime Dutch. 
On spot, we find nothing available be- 
low 28c. for prime Dutch butter, and 
Van Houten and Cadbury are held to 
2914c. in ton lots. 

COD LIVER OIL.—Jobbing parcels 
of Norwegian oil are in fair request, 
but the movement does not involve 
any quantities of moment. Quotations 
are without change from $25@28, ac- 
cording to brand, quantity and seller. 
For shipment $20 f. o. b. is still in 
effect. 

CUTTLEFISH.—Quotations are sus- 
tained throughout, and conditions ap- 
pear favorable for a maintenance of 
values as follows:—Trieste, 16@16%4c.; 
French, 12@13c.; large jewelers’ bone, 
l7c.; small jewelers’ bone, 40c. 

FORMALDEHYDE.—The market re- 
mains steady on the lately-established 
basis of 9@9%c., with regular sales 
within this range.

Balsams. 

The reduction of stocks in first hands 
and the shortage among some local 
dealers have imparted a firmer tone to 
the market for Central American 
copaiba, and 30c. is again generally 
named. One dealer reports good sales 
to competitors at 32c. Late arrivals 
have been eagerly competed for, and 
one lot of 23 cases was trans-shipped 
to Hamburg. A small lot of the Para 
variety may be received on the next 
steamer, but it is not likely to begin 
to meet local requirements, which have 
been almost exhausted by the long 
withholding of supplies at the pro- 
ducing districts. Quotations for other 
descriptions of balsams are steady as 
listed in our wholesale prices current. 


Barks. 


The basis of 60@65c., established last 
week for wahoo bark of root, remains 
current at this time, but so far as 
can be learned, no sales have been 
made up to this level, the last transac- 
tion reported being at 50c. 

The extent of the seasonable demand 
for sassafras bark has induced some 
holders to maintain a firmer stand at 
13@1lic., but we find 12c, still named 
for sifted bark. 

The tone of the market for cascara 
sagrada remains rather easy under 
plentiful stocks and a quiet demand, 
but there is no change to note from 
54@8%c., as to age, quantity and 
holder. 

Cottonroot bark is well sustained at 
9@10c. 

For cramp we find 7c. still current, 
but the views of some holders are 


up to 9c. 
Beans. 


It is now estimated that the ap- 
proaching crop of Mexican vanilla 
beans may not exceed one-half of that 
of last year, but with a production of 
1,000 cases and ample stocks from 
last year’s crop there is little occasion 
for any concern Over prospective sup- 
plies. Arrivals to date of Mexican 
beans aggregate 1,839 cases, or about 
three times that to an approximate date 
last year. About 1,000 lbs. of new cut 
beans have been received so far, and 
they are not up to the standard of the 
previous crop. There have been reports 
of a movement among primary holders 
to maintain a higher level of prices, but 
it has not succeeded as yet, goods be- 
ing available from first hands here at 
the lately prevailing basis, nor is there 
any change to note in prices among the 
local trade. There are indications that 


|; ally made during November. 


the new crop of Bourbon beans of all 
varieties may reach the average aggre- 
gate of 250,000 kilos, and an outlet of 
nearly 100,000 kilos is looked for in this 
country. Under the present low range 
of Mexican values these expectations 
may not be realized. 


Berries. 


Juniper berries retain a full measure 
of strength, with the basis of 444.@4%c. 
prevailing generally. 

Following a more active consuming 
movement, saw palmetto. berries are 
firmer at 15@20c., a sale of 1,000 Ibs. 
having been made at the inside figure. 
Available stocks are in few hands. No 
new crop offers have been received in 
the local trade, although they are usu- 
It is re- 
ported that the new crop may not be 
ready before March. 

Cubeb berries are well maintained at 
8@9ec. for ordinary and up to 10c. for 
choice stemless., 


Essential Oils. 


Camphor oil has been the subject of 
renewed interest this week, the contin- 
ued stringency of the primary markets 
offering little prospect for supplies un- 
til well into the new year. It has been 
stated that no natural white oil is ob- 
tainable to the end of July. Spot stocks 
are already closely controlled and held 
at a high level. A leading holder an- 
nounces a sale of 15 cases at 25c. Some 
bi-product oil is available at 10c. 

Anise remains firm, with holders of 
high-test oil generally agreed on the 
$1.35 basis, but some oil of lower degree 
is obtainable down to $1.25. Cassia is 
stronger under a sympathetic influence 
at 80@82%c. for 75@80 per cent. 

Sweet orange is again firmer under 
the strong incentive of primary condi- 
tions, and the prevailing range of quo- 
tations is now $1.90@2.10, according to 
brand and quantity. The other Messina 
essences are maintained at the lately- 
prevailing basis of $2.10@2.25 for berga- 
mot and 55@66c. for lemon, 

Messina, Nov. 10, 1905. 

Since writing you last on October 21, although 
no perceptible change has taken place in lemon 
and bergamot oils, which remain unchanged 
at the last quotations of 2s. 44.@2s. 6d. and 9s. 
3d.@9s. 9d. per pound, respectively, still orange 
oil has just recently been undergoing a whole 
series of increases until the present high price 
of 8s. 3d. per pound -has been reached, and 
prospects point to still further rises. I should 
not be surprised to see this oil up to the 10s. 
mark within a very short period. 

The export movement for bottled pep- 
permint oil is unabated, inquiries com- 
ing from remote quarters. The move- 
ment for bulk oil has become more or 
less routine, and no noteworthy quanti- 
ties seem to be involved. Prices are 
sustained at $2.40@2.50 for bulk and at 
$3.10@3.15 for bottled. 

Citronella is more generally quoted at 
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37@38c., but the lower figure has-been 
known to fail in securing an order. The 
forward position remains easy. 

Under the sustained market for the 
spice, values for clove oil are steady at 
874%@90c. for cans and at 90@92%c. for 
bottles. 

Flowers. 

American saffron flowers have de- 
veloped further strength, an improved 
demand having emphasized the close 
concentration of spot stocks, which are 
now held at $1.20. The Valencia variety 
continues firm at $8@8.25, and for Ali- 
cante $5@6 is named. We have treated 
this market with further detail on the 
editorial page, 

Some old Roman chamomile flowers 
are still on the market at lé6c., but 
their availability does not seem to 
weaken the stand of holders of those 
new flowers, who maintain up to 22c. 

Calendula flowers are offered at 25c., 
but the range extends to 33c. for the 
more select grades. 


Gums, 


American refined camphor is steadily 
maintained at 82c. in bbls., and 82%c. 
in cases, and refiners foresee little pros- 
pect for any abatement of the current 
level, while the market for crude re- 
tains its stringent position. Cable ad- 
vices of a strong bullish tendency have 
been received from London, where sup- 
plies of ozs. and 2% Ib. blocks have 
been sought on this market. 

Aloes are attracting little buying at- 
tention, but the stability of values is 
well maintained at 64@6%c. for 
Curacao in boxes, and at 15@lé6c. for 
Barbadoes in gourds. A lot of 250 cases 
of the Curacao variety have been re- 
ceived and is held at 6c. from first 
hands. If this figure is not obtainable 
here, the lot will be forwarded to Ham- 
burg. There is little probability of this 
outcome, as local supplies are, as a 
rule, insufficient. 

Our London correspondent cables 
that gamboge is scarce in that market, 
and what little there is available is said 
to be held at the parity of 80c. here. 
Singapore stocks are reported almost 
exhausted. The local supplies in first 
hands are maintained at 75c., but this 
figure still applies to limited lots in the 
distributing trade. 

Sumatra benzoin is firm at 32@35c., 
and there is little in evidence at the 
lower figure. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


Stronger conditions are beginning to 
dominate the market for Alexandria 
senna, spot values for which have not 
been up to the parity that has seemed 
to be warranted by the position of the 
primary markets. Siftings, especially, 
are more favorably regarded, and it is 
doubtful whether anything is now 
available below 5%c. for desirable 
grades, and some holders feel justified 
in maintaining up to 6%c. A limited 
quantity of half-leaf may be found at 
9%c., but 10@12c. is more’ generally 
named. 

Sales of prime green short buchu 
have been made up to 17%c., and the 
quality now obtainable at lic. is not 
likely to be especially desirable. We 
are advised that there are no signs of 
the new crop at Cape Town. 

Laurel leaves are fully maintained at 
3%@4c., with steady sales reported at 
the lower figure. 

Prince’s pine is held at 15c., following 
sales which have reduced stocks consiG- 
erably. 

Roots, 

Golden seal is quiet but without 
change from $1.35@1.40. 

Pink root is almost out of the mar- 
ket, and 40@45c. remains the prevail- 
ing range of quotations. 

Advances are believed to be war- 
ranted in colchicum root, the market 
abroad being up to a level that would 
bring the cost here to lle., which is 
still possible on spot. 

There is a little jalap obtainable at 
9%4c., but the basis of 10@11c. will prob- 
ably prevail within a few days. 

Both false and true unicorn root are 
in light spot supply and firmer views 
prevail at 45@50c. for false and at 38@ 
40c. for true. 

A more active movement is to be 
noted for kava kava, and most hold- 
ers now quote on the basis of 114%@12c., 
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but a small lot_is.in evidence at llc. 


stili manifested in the lack of demand 
for ginseng root, only small quantities 
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The effect of the Chinese boycott is 







being involved. The cultivated root is 
practically neglected, the interest of 
buyers being confined to the wild. A 
correspondent in Minnesota writes that

Shellac. 


Under an active consuming movement 
and the sustained position of the for- 
eign markets, the spot market retains a 
full measure of stability. The London 
market, according to our correspondent, 
was at 181s. per cwt. for spot T. N., 
bringing the cost here approximately to 
42c. This is now maintained here, but 
for cases some holders name 43c, Some 
blocked and ground stuff in bags is 
offered at 41c., while for hard blocked 
40c. could be done.

Pepper is in better regard, following 
the receipt of advices that there have 
been no shipments of black from Sing- 
apore to this country during the last 
half of November, the effect of which is 
emphasized by the fact that there was 
none during the first half of the month.

Report on the Supply of Camphor. 
Washington, Dec. 1, 1905. 


The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor is in receipt of a special report from 
United States Consul Fisher at Tamsui, 
Formosa, in reply to a series of interroga- 
tories forwarded to him by the State De- 
partment with a view to eliciting the lat- 
est available information concerning the 
causes that have brought about a scarcity 
of crude camphor during the past two 
years and the outlook for the future. Mr. 
Fisher attributes the scarcity of camphor 
to lack of labor in the camphor forests, 
which in Japan has been due to the Russo- 
Japanese war and in Formosa to the war 
and to the activity of the uncivilized 
natives, who have attacked the workmen 
and driven them out of the camphor dis- 
tricts. While the termination of the war 
will relieve the situation somewhat, Mr. 
Fisher does not look forward to the res- 
toration of normal conditions before the 
end of 1906, although the Formosan Gov- 
ernment is energetically at work in the 
effort to put down the uprising of the 
savages. Much interesting information is 
contained in Mr. Fisher’s report with re- 
gard to the operation of the government 
monopoly and as to the prospective short- 
age in the supply for the current year and 
for 1906. Following are the interrogatories 
submitted to Mr. Fisher together with 
his replies thereto:— 

Q. What has been the cause of the alleged 
scarcity of crude camphor, as sold by the 
Japanese Government, during the past two 
years. <A. Lack of labor in the camphor for- 
ests. In Japan this was due to the existence 
of the war. In Formosa it was due partly 
to the same cause, much of the labor being 
required for the construction of railways, forts, 
and other works; and partly to a greater ac- 
tivity on the part of the savages in attacking 
the workmen along the savage border, which 
made it impossible to induce laborers to go into 
the camphor districts. 

Q. Was such cause or causes temporary, or 
likely to continue? A. Temporary. 

Q. If the latter, for how long? A. The causes 
due to the existence of the war will soon be 
at an end. The causes due to disturbances by 
savages will probably continue in some degree 
until the end of 1906, 

Q. Is the Japanese Government taking steps 
to preclude like occurrences in the future, and 
to put camphor production on a more stable 
basis? A. Yes. Since the first of last July 
the Formosan Government has had a force 
of nearly two thousand police and workmen 
engaged in reclaiming from the savages in the 
North an area of about 180 square milles con- 
taining valuable camphor forests. This work 
is being carried out with much difficulty, owing 
to the ruggedness of the country and the stub- 
born resistance made by the savages. In addi- 
tion to this undertaking, the government main- 
tains a regular guard along other parts of the 
border numbering nearly three thousand men. 
The government is also encouraging the open- 
ing of new districts in the South. 

Q. Is the supply of crude camphor equal to 
present demands? A. No, 

Q. During the past two years, have contracts 
been filled and shipments made as agreed? A. 
As the government can change the price to 
the selling agent on thirty days’ notice, con- 
tracts for future deliveries at stated prices are 
not made. The government approves all orders 
for camphor before they are accepted. It exer- 
cises a supervision of the distribution abroad, 
in order that it might be as impartial as pos- 
sible, especially while there is such a large 
shortage. The oldest buyers abroad are nat- 
urally given a preference, and a larger pro- 
portion of their orders are filled than are those 
of the buyers that have more recently entered 
the market, 

Q. If not, what was the cause, and to what 
extent were such contracts unfulfilled? A. 
Scarcity of material. But a small proportion 
of the orders from the oldest buyers have been 
fulfilled, while in some instances no part of 
the orders from parties attempting to enter 
the market recently has been filled; this, how. 
ever, has depended to a large extent on the 
supply of camphor at the time. 

Q. Is the supply of crude camphor equal to 
the demands likely to be made upon it in the 
near future? <A. Not until the beginning of 
1907. 

Q. If not, what is the cause; what will be 
the approximate shortage; how long must it 
be reckoned with? A. The approximate for 
the present year will be about 2,400,000 pounds 
and for 1906 between 1,000,000 and 1,500,000 
pounds. 

Q. During the past year, has the government 
raised the price of crude camphor where it 
has been under contract, or are such contracts 
made so that this cannot be done? A. Con- 
tracts are not made for future deliveries at 
stated prices. 

Q. Has the government more than one agent 
for the sale of crude camphor? A. One only. 

Q. Who are they, and where are they lo- 
cated? A. Messrs, Samuel Samuel & Co., a 
British firm, with its head office in London; its 
head branch office in the East is at Yokohama. 
Tt also has branches at Kobe, and at Daitotei, 
in Formosa. 

Q. What 
of each? A. 


is the responsibility and integrity 
I should consider Messrs. Samuel 
Samuel & Co. as one of the most responsible 
houses doing business in the East. Their cap- 
ital ranges in the millions. Their relations 
with the Japanese Government are intimate. 

Q. Could a contract be made with any one 
or more of such agents, or the government 
itself, during the next three or four months 
for from three hundred thousand to five hun- 
dred thousand pounds of crude camphor, to be 
delivered in equal monthly installments over 
1906, and at what price? A. Such a contract 
could not be made. 

Q. With what degree of certainty could the 
fulfillment of such contracts be looked to as to 
deliveries and price? A. The government 
might approve the filling of a portion of an 
order upon the supply of camphor on hand at 
the time, and also whether or not the demand 
in America had a balance due on the propor- 
tion that it is allowed. 

Q. Does the government fix the selling price 
at which their agents are compelled to sell 
without deviation, or have such agents discre- 
tion to fix prices within specified limits? A. 
The government fixes the prices, which must 
not be exceeded. The agent is permitted to sell 
under such prices not exceeding one yen ber 

ieul. 

PO If the latter. what are such limits? A. One 
yen, as stated above. 

“ Q. What has been the price established for 
erude camphor f. o. b. Japan during the past 
five years? <A. prices are not given f. 9. b. 
Japan, but c. i. f. at ports of delivery. The 
fluctuations in the price of ‘‘B’’ grade c. 1. f. 
New York for the last five years have ranged 
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between 135 shillings per hundredweight of 112 
pounds to 175 shillings. 

Q. Is it the intention of the Japanese gov- 
ernment to advance prices in the near future 
over what they were before the opening of the 
Japanese-Russian war? A. I am unable to an- 
swer this question with any degree of cer- 
tainty, as the Formosan Government will not 
give out any information regarding prices. I 
have indirect information that the prices will 
not be advanced, which I am inclined to credit. 
The pressing necessity for revenue, however, 
might persuade the government to advance the 
prices. 

Q. If so, to what figure? A. If an advance in 
prices should be made, it will probably not be 
more than 10 shillings per picul over the pres- 
ent prices.

F. Cortez Wilson. 


F. Cortez Wilson, for fifty-two years a 
resident of Chicago, died Tuesday even- 
ing, Nov. 28, of pneumonia, following a 
recent operation.

Upon final submission, the In- 

terstate Commerce Commission dismissed the

“To cease and desist on or before the 15th 
day of June, 1903, from charging, demanding, 
collecting or receiving for the transportation 
of common or laundry soap in less than carload 
quantities charges or rates per 100 pounds 


certain riverain tracts. The increase is attributed 
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placing of soap in carloads in the fifth class 
did not justify the displacing of soap in less 
than carloads from the class in which it had 
been voluntarily maintaine by the defendants 
for more than thirteen years. 

“If it be claimed that prior classification and 
rates have never been adequate to the cost of 
handling and carrying freight in less than car- 
load lots, then there should be a general re- 
classification which would apportion the cost of 
service equally, or approximately so, among 
the different articles of traffic and between car- 
load lots and less than carload lots thereof. 

“The evidence not only fails to justify the 
change of classification complained of, but 
shows that the change resulted in unlawful 
discriminations hetween shippers. 

“A decree will be entered in favor of the 
complainant, as prayed.’’ 

As a result of the decision, an injunction will 
issue against the defendant railroads restrain- 
ing them from enforcing the increased rates 
on less than carload lots, 


DP OS — 
The Indian Oil Seeds Crop. 


The second general memorandum on the 
sesamum (til or jinjili) crop of the season 
of 1905-6 has been issued by the Govern- 
ment of India Commercial Intelligence 
Department, and dated Calcutta, October 
20, 1905. 

The provinces dealt with in this report 
cover an area representing 69 per cent. of 
the average total area under sesamum in 
British India for the five years ending 
1903-4. No reports have yet been received 
from Bengal and Hyderabad. No definite 
information regarding the area sown in 
the United Provinces is available at pres- 
ent, but it is reported that it will prob- 
ably be about the normal. Of the remain- 
ing provinces dealt with in this memor- 
andum, the Central Provinces and Berar 
together report a slight increase of 3,000 
acres as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year, and Madras (raiyat- 
wari villages only) reports an increase of 
75,000 acres under crop at the end of Sep- 
tember as compared with last year. In 
the Punjab the August estimate has been 
reduced by 2,000 acres. A decrease of 
about 118,000 acres is reported from Bom- 
bay and Sind (including Native States), 
but a considerable portion of this is ex- 
pected to disappear on the receipt of 
complete information. The net result of 
these estimates of the area planted up to 
date—after allowance has been made for 
the incompleteness of the Bombay re- 
turns—shows very little variation as com- 
pared with last year’s figures for those 
provinces in which the acreage of the 
crop has been reported. 

The following is a summary of the pro- 
vincial reports. The figures in brackets, 
following the name of each province, in- 
dicate what percentage of the total area 
under sesamum in British India is ordi- 
narily cultivated in that province:— 

Central Provinces and Berar (26 per 
cent.)—The total area now reported is 
965,600 acres (886,400 in the Central Prov- 
inces and 79,200 in Berar) as compared 
with acres (858,700 in the Central 
Provinces and 103,600 in Berar) for last 
year. The sowing season was favorable 
for the early crop, but heavy and con- 
tinuous rain in September greatly inter- 
fered with the sowing of the late crop. 
although the crop has suffered from ex- 
cessive rain and insects in places, an out- 
turn 12 per cent. above the normal is at 
present estimated for the Central Prov- 
inces. In Berar, where the crop suffered 
from insufficient rain in the middle of the 
monsoon as well as from excessive rain 
in September, the present estimate of the 
crop is 81 per cent. of the normal. It is 
considered probable, however, that favor- 
able conditions during the next two 
months may improve the condition of the 
crop in those districts of Berar where the 
reports are least hopeful. 

The British Districts of Bombay (8.4 per 
cent.) and Sind (2.8 per cent.) estimate 
the area sown, as far as reported, to be 
368,300 acres, which is acres or (6.4 
per cent.) less than the area at the corre- 
sponding date of last year. The Native 
States report 389,000 acres as compared 
with 482,000 acres at the corresponding 
date of last year, a decrease of 19 per 
cent. The decline is attributed in part to 
deficiency of rain; but it is noted that the 
estimates now received are in several 
cases incomplete, and it is expected that 
most of the decrease will disappear when 
complete information has been received. 
In Sind there is an increase of 5 per cent. 
due to favorable inundation. The crop is 
fairly good in Gujarat, Sind, Konkan and 
Khandesh; elsewhere it is suffering 
through scantiness of later rains. 

United Provinces (6.7 per cent.)—No 
definite information regarding the area 
sown is available at present, but from 
reports received it is considered probable 
that the area will be about normal. In 
the chief sesamum-growing tracts the 
rainfall in August and September was on 
the whole light and did no serious harm 
to the crop, which is so far reported to 
be in fair condition and is expected to 
yield an outturn of from 75 to 8 per cent. 
of the normal. 

Punjab (5.3 per cent.) now reports the 
area to be 133,700 acres, as compared with 
158,900 acres finally estimated last year. 
The prolonged drought from the middle 
of July to the middle of September not 
only prevented further sowings, but also 
injured the standing crop considerably. 
Prospects are now about average on irri- 
gated and fair on unirrigated land. Dam-

are unreasonable and unjust: that said rates, 
based upon the classification of March 10, 1900, 
give undue and unreasonable preference or 
advantage to other descriptions of traffic and 
subject common or laundry soap, in less than 
carload lots, to undue prejudice and disad- 
vantage; that the classificaton complained of 
resulted in unlawful discrimination and preju- 
dice against common or laundry soap in less 
than carload lots and against localities in ‘OmM- 
} cial Classification,’ territory, and against pre 
: ducers, shippers, dealers and consumers, 

“The defendants deny these allegations and 
say that the findings of fact upon which the 
order was based, were not authorized by the 
evidence submitted to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, but were contrary to the evi 
dence. 

“Section 14 of the act to regulate commerce 
provides, among other things:— 

‘“‘*That whenever an investigation shall be 
made by said commission, it shall be its dutv 
to make a report in writing in respect thereto, 
which shall include the findings of fact upon 
which the conclusions of the commission are 
based, together with its recommendations ar 
to what reparation, if any, should be made 
by the common carrier to any party or parties 
who may have been found to have been in 
jured; and such findings shall thereafter, in 
all judgcial proceedings, be deemed prima 
facie evidence as to each and every fact found 

“The burden of proof, therefore, rests upon 
defendants to show that the facts are not as 
found by the Interstate Commerce Commis: 
sion, and that the change of classification com 
plained of, was not made in violation of the 
act to regulate commerce. 

7 “At the hearing, counsel for the defend 
ants claimed, (1) that the change of classifi 
cation and increase of rates were justified by 
the cost of service in handling and carrying 
soap in less than carload lots, and (2) that 
the present classification maintains the same 
relative difference in rates between soap in 
carload lots, which obtained before the change 
was made. 

*“(1) Testimony taken since the commence- 
ment of this suit shows that the cost of service 
of handling and carrying freight in less than 
carload lots greatly exceeds the cost of hand- 
ling and carrying it in carload lots, but it ig 
not shown that as between the two the rela- 
tive cost of handling and carrying ever in- 
creased, one way or the other, either before 
or since the new classification was made; and 
the evidence, therefore, is not sufficient to rebut 
the presumption that the original classification 
of common or laundry soap was and is rea- 
sonable and just, arising from the voluntary 
maintenance thereof by the defendants for 
thirteen years prior to the change complained 
of. During these thirteen years, common or 
laundry soap in carload lots varied between 
fifth and sixth classes; but in less than carload 
lots, never varied from the fourth class. Nor 
is the evidence sufficient to rebut the findings 
of the commission that the new classification 
resulted in discrimination among shipper» 
through ‘the application of a fixed percentage 
to varying and different rates.’ 

“2) The question presented is not one in- 
volving only the proper relation of soap in less 
than carload lots, to soap in carload lots, but 
also its proper relation to other articles in less 
than carload lots. Freight is carried either 
in carload lots, or in less than carload lots, 
This division of freight necessarily attends 
transportation by rail. Classification, within 
the meaning of the act to regulate commerce, 
relates to these divisions separately. The 
classification of soap in less than carload lots 
is not controlled by the classification of soap in 
carload lots, nor its reclassification by the 
maintenance of the relative difference in rates 
between the two; but, on the contrary, the 
classification and reclassification of soap in 
less than carload lots should be controlled 
by the relation it bears to other articles in 
less than carload lots, that relation to be 
determined by the degree in which, in com- 
parison with such other articles, its handling 
and carrying is, or may be, affected by the cost 
of service, competitive and commercial condi- 
tions, volume, density, distance, value and risk 
of loss or damage. It is true that these ele- 
ments must also be considered in determining 
the classification of articles in carload lots, 
but from a different standpoint. <A given ar- 
ticle of traffile may be more or less desirable 
when shipped in less than carload lots, than 
when shipped in carload lots. Bulk, weight, 
form, manner of packing, ete,, may materially 
affect the classification of articles to be car- 
ried in the same car, when they might have 
little or no weight in the classification of a 
single article to be carried in carload lots. A 
single car may carry many different articles 
and necessarily the convenience, inconven- 
jence, cost of handling and carrying must be 
considered ¥n fixing the rate which each 
should bear and in determining the class to 
which each should he assigned; but the ele- 
ments of disadvantage attending the combina- 
tion of different articles in one shipment are 
eliminated from shipments of each article sep 
arately, in carload lots, and it follows that 
rates and classification must be controlled by 
the character of the shipment: that shipments 
which included and combine different articles 

of traffic in less than carlead lots, require rates 
and classification necessary to meet the con- 
venience, inconvenience and cost of handling

Classification of Enfleurage Grease. 
Washington, Dec. 1, 1905. 

The Treasury Department is about to 
promulgate an important decision of the 
United States Circuit Court embracing 
a very comprehensive construction of the 
term “enfleurage grease,’’ as found in 
paragraph 626 of the tariff act. The decis- 
ion greatly broadens all rulings hereto- 
fore made with regard to various forms 
of this product and eliminates them all 
from dutiable classifications as essential

= under paragraph 3 of the Dingley 
act. 
The merchandise in question was in- 


voiced as ‘*‘Pomade, Lily of the Valley,’’ 
and was returned by the appraiser as a 
“combination of essential oils (Muguet).”’ 
Duty was assessed at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem as essential oils under 
the provisions of paragraph 3 of the tariff 
act, but free entry was claimed under 
paragraph 626, or in the alternative, at 
the rate of 10 per cent. or 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions of Section 
6, as an unenumerated manufactured or 
unmanufactured article. The appraiser 
in reporting on the goods said that “the 
merchandise under’ protest known as 
enfleurage pomade Muguet is not a floral 
product of the lily of the valley, as its 
name would indicate, but a combination 
of six different floral products with es- 
sential oil.’ A witness in the case also 
testified that Muguet Pomade is made by 
a combination of four or five different 
odors of the pomade, such as rose, jas- 
mine, ete., in addition to two or three es- 
sential oils to fortify and combine the 
odor. It further appeared from the tes- 
timony that Muguet is the French name 
for lily of the valley and that this flower 
is not grown in sufficient quantities to 
manufacture an enfleurage pomade di- 
rectly therefrom. Upon this testimony the 
board concluded that the merchandise 
was a combination of essential oils and 
therefore dutiable at 25 per cent., as as- 
sessed, 

The importers having appealed to the 
United States Circuit Court, Judge Hazel, 
after reviewing the evidence taken before 
both board and court, decided that al- 
though the merchandise was somewhat 
different from that ruled upon in the case 
of the United States vs. Dodge & Olcott,

case at bar. The court, therefore, de- 
cided to admit the importation to free 
entry for reasons set forth as follows:— 
“Counsel for the United States contends that 
it is not enfleurage grease. In support of 
his contention he shows that the term ‘grease’ 


in the dictionaries ordinarily means the fat 
of land animals, and that there is a well- 


known substance commercially called ‘pomade,’ 
not to be confounded with the substance popu- 
larly known as ‘pomade,’ which consists of 
grease or fat impregnated with the odor of 
flowers, and which is enfleurage grease; while 
he contends that this concentrated concrete 
essence contains the essential oil of the per- 
fume of the flower, and is, therefore, either an 
essential oil, as classified by the collector, or a 
manufactured article advanced to the condition 
of a concrete essence, and advertised and sold 
under that name in trade circulars. This con- 
tention is not successfully supported by the 
evidence. It appears from the various dic- 
tionary, encyclopedia and dispensatory defini- 
tions that the term ‘grease’ may include ‘oily 
or unctuous matters of any kind.’ But irre- 
spective of ‘these definitions, inasmuch as the 
witnesses for the Government admit that 
vaseline is one of the solvents used in pro- 
ducing the pomade, which is admittedly an 
enfleurage grease, and that vegetable oils are 
used in making enfleurage grease, and inas- 
much as the article in question is a grease in 
its physical character in the same sense as 
vaseline, and, furthermore, inasmuch as the 
preponderance of expert testimony is to the 
effect that this article is enfleurage grease, I 
think the decision of the board of appraisers 
in United States vs. Dodge & Olcott should be 
affirmed. If the forcible argument of counsel 
for the United States that the article is not a 
grease were assumed to be correct in the sense 
that grease implies an animal origin or nature, 
then in view of the oily or greasy character of 


the article, and the fact that it contains the | 


essential oil of the perfume from the flowers, 
some of the merchandise might perhaps be in- 
cluded under the head of the various oils men- 
tioned in said paragraph 568 of the free list, 
such as oil of jasmine, etc., and therefore, 
free as oils, if not free as enfleurage grease; 
or in view of the uncontradicted testimony of 
one of the importers that there is only a ves- 
tige of the petroleum remaining therein, and 
that the substance really consists of nothing 
but perfume and the wax of the flower, it 
might be free as ‘vegetable wax,’ under para- 
graph 668 of said act.’’ 


It is understood that the Treasury De- 
partment will acquiesce in this decision, 
in which event the collectors of customs 
will be authorized to transmit the usual 
certified statements for refunds of duties 
exacted in excess in the liquidation of 
these importations.

London Linseed Market. 


With liberal shipments last week, including 
30,000 quarters from Russia, the tone of the 
market in the early part of the se’nnight was 
weak and prices rather lower; there was also 
more disposition to offer Plate, both old and 
new crop. On the receipt of further unfavor- 
able weather reports, both official and private, 
from India, and advices of frost in the prov- 
ince of Buenos Ayres, the market took a de- 
cided turn for the better, and, with a good de- 
mand, partly for covering purposes, prices ad- 
vanced all round. Old crop for shipment is 1s. 
to 1s. 3d. and new crop about 1s. 2d. higher 
on the week. and quite a good business has 
been put through for Hull and also various 
Continental ports. Calcutta, which continues 
to be sparingly offered, is 1s. to 1s. 3d. dearer, 
and for Bombay fully 1s. advance was paid 
for covering purposes. A fair quantity of Du- 
luth was sold on Wednesday for Antwerp and 
Rotterdam at about 38s. 9d., November-Janu- 
ary shipment. So far the shipments of seed 
from America have been disappointingly small. 

The Indian Linseed Crop.—The latest official 
report (for the week ended November 4), pub- 
lished by the Indian Government, was more un- 
favorable than any of the previous ones, espe- 
cially as regards prospects in Bombay, the 
United Provinces and Central India. This re- 
port is confirmed by private cables, one of 
which states that the area sown to crops gen- 
erally in the United Provinces (the most im- 
portant district of all) is 25 per cent. less than 
last year. The yield of seed in the districts 
mentioned in the above report, in the year 1904, 
amounted to 284,415 tons, all other districts to- 
gether producing 167,147 tons. Even with fav- 
orable agricultural conditions for the rest of the 
season it is, therefore, evident that the next 
crop must be decidedly smaller than the bump- 
er yield of 1904, although it may be better, 
both as regards quantity and quality, than the 
crop last harvested. 

The Argentine Crop.—Private cables received 
this week have brought compiaints, not at all 
uncommon at this time of year, of damage by 
frost; one received yesterday stated that the 
weather had improved, and although some dam- 
age had been done, it was believed to be not 
serious. Our own correspondent cables this 
morning as follows:—‘‘Crop news received from 
up-country generally favorable.’’ The receipts 
are again large, and the export quantity is a 
record for the time of year. 

Seed Imports Into France.—Imports of lin- 
seed last month amounted to 4,260 tons, against 
9,150 tons last year; of rapeseed to 12,847 tons, 
against, 9,993 tons in 1904, and of cottonseed 
to 1,205 tons, against seven tons last year. 

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 16,750 tons, and since January 
1 amount to 613,150 tons, against 877,350 tons 
in 1904 and 584,300 tons in 1903,

Report on Blackieg Virus, Sheep 


Dips and Boll Weevil 


Washington, Dec. 1, 1905. 


The annual report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, which has just been for- 
warded to the President, contains much 
matter of special interest to the Re- 
porter’s readers. The Secretary reviews 
the work of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try in the manufacture and gratuitous 
distribution of remedies for animal dis- 
eases and emphasizes the new policy of 
the department to ‘eradicate’ these dis- 
eases, abandoning all former pretenses 
that it is the proper function of the Gov- 
ernment to develop and test efficient rem- 
edies, leaving their manufacture to pri- 
vate enterprises. The Secretary also re- 
plies to criticisms that have been made 
with regard to the department’s attitude 
toward commercial sheep and cattle dips, 
declaring that the diseases for which dip- 
ping is proposed would have spread 
throughout the country but for the inter- 
ference of the Government. Experiments 
in the growing of drug plants on a large 
seale are described and a strong plea is 
made for the passage of a national pure 
food and drug law. The Secretary also 
gives an interesting account of the latest 
development in the campaign against the 
cotton boll weevil with special reference 
to the attempts that have been made to 
prevent the spread of this pest through 
the cotton gins and oil mills. Taking up 
the work of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, the Secretary declares it to be of the 
greatest possible value to the country 
and says that the ‘“‘war in the interest of 
stockraisers against contagious diseases 
has been unremittingly carried on,’’ Con- 
tinuing, he says:— 

‘“‘Blackleg.—In 1897 was begun an investiga- 
tion for the immediate control of blackleg, or 
symptomatic anthrax. Losses from this dis- 
ease were found to be very heavy in Texas, 
Indian Territory, Oklahoma, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, the Dakotas, and it was more 
or less prevalent in many other States. A 
series of experiments was made to determine 


the effect of vaccines, which were finally suc- 
cessful in developing a vaccine efficacious in 
producing immunity by a single vaccination. 
The preparation and distribution of this vac- 
cine, with circulars giving methods for using 
it and containing a full account of the cause 
and nature of the disease, were undertaken on 


a large scale. Beginning with 355,000 doses 
distributed in 1898, the annual distribution 


was increased until it amounted to nearly 1,- 
750,000 in 1903, with a little reduction since 
then, the distribution in 1905 amounting to 
1,400,000. The effect has been to reduce losses 
from this disease from 10 to 12 per cent. to 


about one-half of 1 per cent., and recent re- 
ports show that the dread disease is rapidly 
disappearing. 


“Swine diseases.—In 1897 experiments were 
made looking to the control of infectious dis- 
eases of swine by administering a serum from 
animals inoculated, respectively with the hog- 
cholera and the swine-plague germs. Contin- 
ued experiments with the serum treatment 
showed that there were cases known as hog 
cholera which did not yield to the treatment, 
and the very careful work of the Biochemic 
Division of the Bureau extending over several 
years has proved that acute hog-cholera is 
caused by a virus which has not yet been cul- 
tivated and identified, but which passes 
through filters which will entirely remove both 
the hog-cholora and the swine-plague bacilli. 

“Sheep Scab.—Sheep scab has been one of 
the greatest obstacles to successful sheep rais- 
ing, and the department has experienced a 
great deal of difficulty in fighting it. Even 
after the order of June 18, 1897, was issued, 
diseased sheep continued to arrive in large 
numbers at the principal markets. In July, 
1899, an important order was issued describing 
the manner in which affected sheep should be 
dipped, instead of leaving this to the discre- 
tion of the owners and commission merchants. 
This order approved of the tobacco-and-sulphur 
and the lime-and-sulphur dips; formulas were 
given for their preparation, and the animals 
had to be dipped in one or the other before 
they were allcwed shipment in interstate com- 
merce. 

‘While this action of the department speci- 
fying dips to be used has been much criti- 
cized, it has proved a most important step 
toward the eradication of sheep scab. The 
number of sheep dipped under official super- 
vision in 1899 was 672,944. The number in- 
creased after the year 1900 by leaps and 
hounds, nearly 17,000,000 having been dipped 
in 1905. At the same time it has been found 
that the dips become more and more effica- 
cious. Reliable returns received in regard to 
6,000,000 sheep in 1904 showed an effective per- 
ecertage of 99.35. It is doubtful if such a 
measure of success has been achieved in any 
other country in treating animals for this dis- 
ease. As the result of this work, sheep scab 
has almost or quite disappeared from _ several 
States that were badly infected and is much 
less prevalent in most others. By continuing 
tne work and slightly increasing the number 
of inspectors for a few years it can undoubt- 
edly be eradicated.”’ 


Reviewing the work of the Bureau of 
Paint Industry, the Secretary describes 
the drug plant investigations that have 
been carried on during the year. He 
says:— 

“In the drug-plant 
study cf small areas of many kinds of drug- 
producing plants has been made in Vermont, 
in the District of Columbia, and in South Caro- 
lina, and it has been shown that many of the 
most important kinds will do well, e g., 
popmy, belladonna, digitalis, wormwood, pep- 
permint, ete. Curing processes have been stud- 
ied and some of the most important features 
worked out. A method of utilizing the poppy 
plant or its parts as a crude source for mor- 
phine has been developed on a _ laboratory 


investigations a _ field 


scale, and through the Office of Seed and Plant 
Introduction, a larger test of the commercial 
possibilities is planned. The .production of 
camphor and licorice is being studied. Distil- 
lations from Florida camphor plantations have 
given a good yield of crude gum camphor. 
[he production of camphor cn a commercial 
scale will be tested in the near future. Cer- 
tain important wild drug plants threatened 
with extermination have been successfully 
brought under cultivation. The utilization of 
weeds used in medicine has received some at- 
tention as a source of profit. American worm- 
seed has been grown in South Carolina as a 
field crop with a profit comparing very favor- 
ably with that of corn, cotton and tobacco. 
Yellow dock, burdock, stramonium, and other 
plants are also being studied. A laboratory 
and field study of the drug known as pinkroot 
has shown that this article has largely been 
crowded out by a spurious article.’’ 


The work of the Bureau of Chemistry 
during the year embraced a great variety 
of investigations. Concerning them the 
Secretary says, in part:— 


“Food Preservatives.—Elaborate studies have 
been made of the character of preservatives 
used in food products and the best methods of 
detecting them. These _ investigations have 
proved most useful to all workers in this line 
in the United States and foreign countries. 
The natural occurrence in food of some sub- 
stances used as preservatives kas also been 
made a subject of investigation, as well as the 
alleged formation of chemical preservatives by 
the process of sterilization. It has been shown 
that such a synthesis of chemical preservatives 
does not take place and that the observations 
which have led to the contrary assertion are 
unreliable, 

*“‘An important investigation has also been 
made to determine the effect of preservatives 
and coloring matters, when added to foods, 
upon the health of the consumer. Insofar 
as the investigation has been completed, it has 
been found without exception that the addition 
of the ordinary preservatives to foods is pre- 
judicial to nealth. The same is true, also, of 
at least one of the coloring matters commonly 
employed, namely, sulphate of copper. The 
results of these investigations show the need 
of protecting the public by legislation against 
the addition of such articles to foods, either 
by prohibiting their use altogether or by regu- 
lating the amount thereof and securing a state- 


ment of composition upon the label of each 
package. 
“Food Standards.—Important investigations 


have been conducted by the Bureau of Chem- 
istry lvoking to the establishment of standards 
of purity of foods. The results of these in- 
vestigations have heen laid before the food 
standards committee of the Association of Of- 
ficial Agricultural Chemists, a body authorized 
by law to advise the Secretary of Agriculture, 
which has been instrumental in forming the 
stanjards already published as well as those 
which are still under consideration. 

“The lack of uniformity in the food legis- 
lation in the various States is a source of 
great anrfoyance to manufacturers and dealers. 
The Bureau of Chemistry has cordially co- 
operated with the officials of the various States 
in their efforts to regulate the manufacture 


and sale of adulterated foods, drinks, and 
drugs. It is becoming more and more evi- 
dent, however, that for the complete control 


of evils of this kind interstate regulation of 
ecommerce in such articles is necessary. For 
this reason the officials of the various States, 
as well as the food manufacturers and con- 
sumers, are almost a unit in demanding that 
Congress enact legislation looking to the con- 
trol of interstate commerce in adulterated 
foods, drinks, and drugs. Such an act would 
tend to unify the State laws and bring them 
into harmony, to give greater effect to the food 
standards which have been proclaimed under

“Insecticides.—An elaborate study has been 
made of the insecticides in use in the United 
States, in collaboration with the Bureau of 
Entomology. These investigations have shown 
that many of the insecticides offered to our 
farmers are of little value, and that the price 





demanded and the value of the goods are not 
always proportionate. These studies have 
tended to protect the farmers of the country 


and secure for them a much better quality of 
insecticide for the money expended. 
“Tanning.—Investigations of both a_ scien- 
tific and practical nature were made in con- 
nection with the leather and tanning industries 


of the country. The leather trades have an 
invested capital of about $356,000,000, and the 
economic relations of this industry to our 
forcsts and our cattle supply have been but 
little studied. Chemistry plays the most im- 
portant part in these studies, since it deter- 
mines not only the amount of tannin and the 
distribution thereof in tannin-prOducing mate- 


rials, but also indicates the methods by which 


the processes of tanning are conducted, These 
studies, therefore, have direct practical bear- 
ing upon great industries of national import- 
ance, 

“Drugs and Chemicals.—The importance of 
pure drugs from the hygienic and remedial 
standpoint is evident to everyone. Congress 
has authorized the study by the Bureau of 


Chemistry of the purity of drugs, their nature, 
and the sophistications to which they are sub- 
ject. The Drug Laboratory of the Bureau of 
Chemistry pursues investigations of this kind, 


as well as of the purity of chemicals and re- 
ag: nts offered for the use of the bureau.’’ 
Considerable space is devoted by the 


Secretary to a review of the work of 
combating the Mexican cotton boll wee- 
vill. Among other things, he says:—

Congress was carried on to the close of the 
season of 1904, and was taken up again in 
the spring of 1905. The territory infested by 


the boll weevil had unfortunately considerably 
increased both northward and eastward by the 
close of the season of 1904, at which time it 
covered anproximately 98,000 square miles in 
Texas and Louisiana. 

**Much work was done at the laboratory with 
various remedies proposed fer this boll weevil, 
including Paris green, which at one time at- 
tracted ‘great aittention. Experiments wer 
also performed with the object of discovering 
feasible means of destroying weevils in cotton 
seed and other articles. Over 220,000 experi- 
ments were made during the past year. Thess 
dealt with dissemination, natural control, 
hebits, various features of hibernation, and 
other poinis. A careful record is kept of the 
conditions of the weevils on the experimental 
farms, and these records show the exact prog- 


ress of infectation during each season. (on- 
sequently the causes that have contributed to 
a sudden increase at any time can definitely 
be determined, and this work therefore has a 
bearing upon the possibility of reducing the 
damage by the pest. 

“Co-operation with the Louisiana Crop Pest 


Commission was continued and an energetic 
attempt was made by the State to check the 
further advance of the weevil. Five experts 
were placed at the disposal of the State au- 


thorities, and were stationed at various points 
where the progress of the weevil could best be 
investigated. While the Louisiana authorities 
did not succeed in checking the advance of 
the weevil, many important features of the 
dissemination of the pest have become well 
known, and the knowledge gained will be of 
direct benefit to other States which may at 
any time attempt to prevent invasion by the 
pest.’’

The Indian Indigo Crop. 


The first general memorandum of the 
indigo crop of the season 1905, issued by 
the Commercial Intelligence Department 
at Calcutta, and dated October ll, states 
that the four provinces reported on in 
this memorandum practically contain the 
whole (99 per cent.) of the indigo area in 
British India in the following propor- 
tions:—Bengal, 38.1 per cent.; Madras, 29.4 
per cent.; United Provinces, 22 per cent.; 
Panjab, 9.4 per cent. These percentages 
are calculated on the averages of the five 
years ending 1903-4, and in the same 
period the average total area of the re- 
ported indigo crop of British India was 


854,700 acres. 

All these provinces report a contraction 
of area in the current year’s crop as com- 
pared with last year’s, the total decrease 
amounting to 131,000 acres, or nearly 31 
per cent. In certain districts this con- 
traction has no doubt been due to unfa- 
vorable weather conditions, but it may be 
recognized that the known cause is the 
unfavorable condition of the indigo mar- 
ket, and the consequent continuous de- 
cline in the cultivation of the plant. 

The condition of the crop is reported to 
be fair to good in the Panjab and Madras, 
but unsatisfactorily in Bengal and the 
United Provinces. The following is a 
summary of the Provincial reports:— 

In Bengal (38 per cent.) the area sown 
is reported to be 170,900 acres, as com- 
pared with 223,100 acres last year, or a de- 
crease of 52,000 acres or 23 per cent. 
Owing to the state of the market the area 
under indigo is contracting rapidly. The 
sowings began later than usual on ac- 
count of the unsually protracted cold 
weather of last year. But the rainfall 
was generally favorable in April and 
May. June was an exceptionally dry 
month, and the drought continuing till 
the middle of July damaged the plants 
and delayed the first cuttings. Then, 
again, the heavy and continuous rain 
from the middle of July to the middle of 
September caused floods and the loss of a 
considerable quantity of plants. The sea- 
son has been thus, on the whole, unfavor- 
able. It is estimated that the outturn 
per acre may be about 44 per cent. of the 
normal, compared with 56 per cent. last 
year; and the gross yield will not be more 
than 20,000 factory maunds. 

In Madras (29.4 per cent.) the raiyat- 
wari villages up to the end of August re- 
ported a total area of 51,000 acres under 
indigo—a decrease of 22,100 acres, or 30 
per cent., as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of last year, and 79,000 acres, 
or 61 per cent., below the average of the 
last five years. ‘The decrease is at- 
tributed partly to want of timely rains 
and partly to the extensive cultivation of 
food crops in preference to indigo, the de- 
mand for which has of late considerably 
fallen. The crop was reported to be 
either fair or good, but to require rain in 
parts. 

United Provinces (22 per _ cent.)—The 
exact area sown will not be known until 
December, but as far as information is 
available, it is estimated that the acreage 
is probably not more than one-fourth of 
last year’s area, which amounted to 74,000 
acres. Sowings were made at the usual 
time, the crop germinated well, and water 
for. irrigation was generally available; 
but during the last three months hot 
winds and continued want of rain in the 
Doab have injuriously affected the plant. 

Panjab (9.4 per cent.) reports the area 
sown up to the end of September at, 52,300 
acres, aS compared with 653,000 acres 
finally ascertained last year. This repre- 
sents a decrease of 1.5 per cent. The 
crop is reparted to be in good condition.
